THE FUEL SITUATION 


Mr. Oliver M. Fisher, Fuel Adminis- 
trator of Newton, gave a short talk on 
the local situation last Monday night 
at the Eliot chapel, prior to the lec- 
ture of Lieut. Morize. 

Mr. Fisher laid emphasis on the 
fact that fuel must be conserved as 
never before, and while he did not 
want the people to bo alarmed ho 
warned them that if coal does not 
come to Boston faster in the next two 
weeks than it has in the p n .st fort- 
night the situation would be most se- 
rious and that if it does not those 
who have a quantity of coal in their 
cellars would have to share it with 
others. 

He said that homes, churches, 
Bchools, places of business and all 
other public places must economize. 
“Most of the industries in Newton 
will be obliged to close even though 
they have been exempted and the 
government must then supply them 
with coal,” ho said. 

Continuing, Mr. Fisher stated that 
we are burning coal much faster than 
we are receiving it and if the condi- 
tions are not quickly remedied some 
of the schools will have to consolidate 
and others actually will be discon- 
tinued. 

“A matter has just come up today,” 
he said, "the Newton Y. M. C. A. 
with great generosity has offered, free 
of charge, the entire second floor of 
their building, heated, to the various 
organizations doing war work. The 
Red Cross and the Special Aid Society 
have looked over the situation and 
have accepted the offer and I hope all 
the others including the French Re- 
lief and Surgical Dressings commit- 
tee will accept and thus have all of 
the war work activities under one 
roof as the benefit to be derived from 
such would be very great.” 


NEWTONVILLE DRIVE 

Now in Progress For Red Cross and 
Special Aid Work 


The Newtonville Community Rally 
Inst Tuesday evening in the Central 
church attracted a large audience and 
the nddresscs of Rev. I). Brewer Eddy 
and Rev. Ernest Guthrie were most 
interesting. Mr. Guthrie told of his 
experiences on the French front, where 
he wns with the American Field Scr- 
vicc%nnd the Red Cross. He showed 
100 lantern slides furnished by the 
French government to illustrate his 
talk. Mr. George R. Pulsifer presided 
and there was music by the Boston 
quintette. 

This meeting was the opening of a 
drive which is now in progress to 
raise funds for the Newtonville Branch 
of the Special Aid and for the Auxili- 
ary Red Cross. The campaign is in 
charge of an energetic committee con- 
sisting of Henry J. Nichols, chairmnn, 
Charles W. Ryder, Albert M. Lyon, 
James A. Stafford, Fred M. Blanchard, 
Marcus Morton, Jamos L. Richards, 
H. Belden Sly, Albert P. Carter, Wil- 
liam Price, Charles F. Avery, Calvert 
Crary, Charles D. Cabot, Wm. J. Do- 
herty, Charles D. Kepner, and a house 
to house canvass is being made by 
members of the Newtonville Unit of 
the Constabulary. The reports this 
morning showed that $8,500 has al- 
ready been secured. The drive will 
end next Wednesday. 

In connection with the work for 
the Red Cross it is interesting to note 
that a Junior Red Cross Auxiliary has 
been formed in the Horace Mann, 
Claflin and Adams schools, and that 
every child in those schools above the 
kindergarten, 735 in all, are members 
of the Auxiliary.

WEST NEWTON DRIVE 

To Raise $1200 a Month For Supplies 
For War Work 

West Newton has started a big drive 
for funds with which to carry on the 
war work which the women of that 
community are now so energetically 
performing. 

Some conception of the magnitude 
of this work is had when it in known 
that during the last 5 months the ex- 
penses for materials used by the "Sol- 
diers’ Aid" and the affiliated “Knitting 
Committee” was $6,380.69. 

The work is growing by leaps and 
bounds. The men of that community 
have determined that the burden shall 
not be borne solely by the women. To 
date, the women have collected all the 
funds, attended to all administration 
details, bought their materials and 
performed the manual labor of putting 
these materials Into garments and 
knitted articles of various description. 

A committee of representative men 
have consented to provide the working 
capital and will immediately start the 
drive for $1200 a month, which will be 
none too much if the work continues 
to grow as at present. 

West Newtoifs war relief work di- 
rectly represents the activities of be- 
tween 600 and 700 women. These wo- 
men have shown a magnificent spirit 
of patriotism, energy and efficiency. 
One hundred and fifty are giving of 
their time on Wednesdays and Satur- 
days in sewing and making surgical 
dressings, etc., while of course, doing 
a great deal of knitting during the 
week. 

A week ago men visitors were invit- 
ed to inspect the *‘bee-h'.ve of industry” 
at the Second Congregational Church. 
They accepted the invitation and were 
amazed at the amount of work which 
was being done, the businesslike man- 
agement ot all departments and the 
splendid spirit of co-operation mani- 
fested. 

Mr. John W. Estabrook. 32 Sewall 
street, is serving as the treasurer for 
the new campaign. He will receive 
subscriptions in one payment or in 
monthly installments, as the^ubscrib- 
er prefers. The desire is to interest 
as many of the citizens of West New- 
ton, either in small or large amounts, 
as are in sympathy with the great 
work. 

The women have already fitted out 
the destroyer “Jarvis” and they have 
only this week completed the fitting 
out of the destroyer "Kimberly.’’ This 
is merely an incident, as during the 
past five months the “Knitting Com- 
mittee.” of which Mrs. John W. Weeks 
is the head, have completed 3.SS4 knit- 
ted woolen articles, besides 417 Christ-

AT ('AMP GREEK 


Company C was recruited to war 
strength early in August, and after 
spending a few weeks at Clnflln Field, 
encamped at Camp McGuinness. Fram- 
ingham. preparatory to going across. 

Company C had been recruited to 
war strength under the old plan of 
150 men in a company, hut it was la- 
ter thought desirable to change the 
number of men in companies for for- 
eign service to conform with the Eu- 
ropean standards, to 250. 125 men 

were, therefore, taken from Company 
C and merged with a company of the 
former Ninth Regiment, hut which 
then beenme Comany C. 101st Infan- 
try. The local Company C then lost 
its identity as a Newton Company. The 
101st left for France on September 7. 

Twenty men were then left at Fram- 
ingham as a skeleton of Company C. 
The Newton Committee on Public 
Safety appointed a Visiting Committee 
consisting of Mr. and Mrs. E. P. Hatch. 
Mr. and Mrs. George Macomber. and 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry C. French, to look 
out for the welfare and interest of 
these men. This committee has been 
in constant touch with Lieutenant 
Benway, who replaced Captain Cor- 
tnorais as commander of Company C, 
and every want expressed by the men 
hns been supplied. Members of this 
special committee visited Camp Mc- 
Guinness several times a week during 
their stay there, and on nearly every 
visit food, books, vietrola records and 
other articles were brought from New- 
ton to the men. 

The food allowance of forty cents n 
day was not adequate to feed the men 
at Framingham because of the small 
number there. Tho Committee on 
Public Safety, therefore, sent a chock 
for $300 for a company fund to pay 
for additional food and for other ne- 
cessities. The committee also allowed 
Company C to sell the auto truck 
which the committee presented to 
them early in the spring. The money 
from this sale was invested in a small- 
er but much more efficient truck which 
tho company now has. There was a 
balance of a tobacco fund, amounting 
to about $75, in the hands of the com- 
mittee. and this amount was trans- 
ferred to Lieutenant Benway for the 
benefit of the men of Company C. In 
addition to socks, sweaters, and com- 
fort kits regularly furnished to all 
men entering any branch of the se:- 
icc by the Committee on Public Safe- 
ty. the committee sent woolen fielmcts 
to the men of Company C at Framing- 
ham when the weather became cold. 

In November, from the proceeds of 
a dance at the West Newton Armory, 
the men of Company C bought tobacco 
and other things to fill 17 boxes, val- 
ued at about $150. which were sent to 
their former comrades in France as a 
Christmas remembrance. y 

Company C left Framingham for 
Camp Green. Charlotte, N. C\. about 
the 12th itf«Kovember, where they now 
are. Early in December Lieutenant 
Benway notified Mr. E. P. Hatch, 
chairman of the Visiting Committee, of 
his intention to have a Christmas tree 
at theiifc,new camp. The Visiting 
Committee personally bought and 
paid for chocolates, candies, games, 
and tobacco, and sent them to Lieu- 
tenant Benway for their Christmas 
tree. Several letters of appreciation 
for these articles have been received 
from them. 

Although Company C left Massa- 
chusetts to escape the cold weather, 
the Committee is led to believe, from 
a recent letter from Lieutenant Ben- 
way, that climatic conditions have not 
been altogether ideal in the South. 
The men are living in tents only par- 
tially boarded. Lieutenant Benway 
wrote a few days ago that the tents 
would be much more comfortable if 
they were hoarded to the top and 
wooden bunks built, but that the gov- 
ernment would not spend the money 
for this purpose. The Committee on 
Public Safety obtained expert advice 
as to the probable cost for this work, 
and appropriated $75 for this purpose. 

The Visiting Committee of the New- 
ton Committee on Public Safety is in 
constant touch with these men. The 
Company Commander has been in- 
structed to write immediately to the 
chairman of the Visiting Committee 
for anything that thev need. It is 
not certain, of course, wh< i Company 
C will leave for Fran- • b t it is ex- 
pected that they w ’ ’ • shipped 
across before many o:' e drafted 
men have gone.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Tho Gront and General Court hns 
settled down at last to real work and 
tho committees have assigned a long 
list of hearings on the matters in hand. 
There is far less business than usual, 
for which much thanks, but there is 
still enough to keep the legislature 
busy for some time to come. 

Possibly tho most Important fea- 
ture of the work of this session iR the 
attempt to cover t lie state expense by 
budget system. Ways and Means has 
reported a hill of 4S printed pages 
calling for $27,464,743 for the main- 
tenance of the various state institu- 
tions nml work, l^atcr the committee 
will report a hill covering the special 
appropriations on which favorable ac- 
tion has or will be taken by the leg- 
islature. On the maintenance budget, 
it is said a state tax of ten millions 
will be necessary and It is expected 
that it will reach fifteen millions be- 
fore the session closos. The present 
state tax is nine millions so it is very 
evident that there will he a large in- 
crease in taxation. There is also a 
rumor that the state will at least at- 
tempt to take over tho income tax re- 
ceipts, instead of distributing it pro 
rata among the various municipalities. 
In this case, it is possible that the 
state tax may be wholly eliminated. 

Interesting figures have been pre- 
pared by the Tax Commissioner in re- 
gard to the returns from the income 
tax of 1916 from which it appears that 
$11,657,093 has been collected and all 
hut $600,000 has been distributed to 
the cities and towns, Newton’s share 
being a little over $400,000. The de- 
partment found and taxed $2,500,000,- 
000 in intnngibles, where under for- 
mer conditions, local assessors were 
taxing on but $400,000,000. 

The war has brought forth some 
unique bills, among which can be 
classed those fathered by Represen- 
tative Jacob Wasserman of Boston, 
which prohibit the foreclosure of 
mortgages during the war for failure 
to pay principal or interest, that the 
rates of interest on mortgages shall 
not be increased, that landlords shall 
not Increase rents and that municipal- 
ities shall not sell land for non-pay- 
ment of taxes. 

Another bill requires every person 
to “be careful of the flag” and not let 
it be displayed on stormy or windy 
days. Mr. O’Brien petitions that the 
floial emblem of the Commonwealth 
shall be the mayflower. while another 
man wants the water lily so desig- 
nated. Mr. O’Brien also wishes the 
first Monday in October designated as 
Massachusetts Day with special com- 
memorative exercises in the schools. 
There are bills making it unlawful to 
advertise the sale of food, another to 
regulate advertising signs, another to 
require the fire department of cities 
to be split into day and night squads, 
a measure which has considerable 
merit. There are bills to require 
school dentists, to have the appoint- 
ment of school nurses made by the 
school committee and not by the board 
of health, and still another to transfer 
the care of school buildings from the 
city council to the school committee. 
Mr. Franklin E. Smith of Newton has 
a bill to allow the use of motor ve- 
hicles in the island of Nantucket and 
Mr. A. Leslie Moriarty has a bill to re- 
quire the town of Needham to grant 
half holidays to its employees. 

There was an interesting hearing 
iast week on Mr. J. Mott Hallowell’s 
resolution in the matter of enforcing 
peace after the termination of tin 
present war at which ex-president 
Taft was the most prominent speaker. 

The recess committee on State Fi- 
nance has reported radical recommen- 
dations in regard to the various execu- 
tive departments and commissions, one 
of which would take over the work 
now done by the Public Service and 
the Gas & Electric Light Commissions. 
A Bureau of Public Works would take 
over the Highway and Waterway com- 
missions work and all the various 
metropolitan work would be handled 
by Commissioners for the Metropolitan 
District. The proposed changes are in 
the line of efficiency and economy, but 
there is probably too much political 
inlluence exerted by the hundreds of 
state officials interested, to ever ex- 
pect it to become law. 

A hearing was given yesterday be- 
fore cities on the bill of the Newton 
City Employees Union that the ques- 
tion of granting city employees a 14- 
days’ vacation lie placed on the ballot 
once more at the state election. Mr. 
A. Leslie Moriarty, president of the 
Union was *the only person favoring 
the bill, and it was opposed by City 
Solicitor Bishop and the writer. As 
this question was defeated in 1914 by 
something like 800 majority, and 
again last November by a majority of 
about 400, it would seem that the 
Union has considerable nerve in ask- 
ing for another referendum right 
away, especially when the vital need 
of the day and hour is more work and 
not more vacations. 

One of tilt* big matters before the 
Legislature this session is the action 
to lie taken on the amendment to the 
national constitution on prohibition. 
The question will he complicated by 
the suggestion that before the Legis- 
lature take direct action on this mat- 
ter. it should submit the question to 
the people at the next election for a 
referendum and that the 1919 Legis- 
lature take the course indicated by 
the people. While to many this may 
seem a scheme to sidestep the respon- 
sibility. there is some argument in 
favor, but on the whole, it would ap- 
pear that the Legislature ought to 
ratify or reject the amendment at the 
present scs ion. All the liquor forces 
want tin? referendum, therefore the 
temperance element ought to oppose 
it. 

Hearings will lie given next week 
Wednesday morning by the committee 
on Election Laws on petitions for a 
general law for preferential elections 
for cities, for which Mr. Charles H. 
Porter of Wahan is the leading peti- 
tioner, and on a bill to make a slight 
amendment to the Newton municipal 
preferential voting law, which the 
election last December indicated was 
necessary. 

The committee on Cities later voted 
to report leave to withdraw on this 
hill, with one dissenter, who states 
that he shall light the report when it is 
presented to the House.

EDITORIAL 


The notion of the Newton City Em- 
ployees Union in petitioning the pres- 
ent legislntuie to have a referendum 
placed on the state ballot next fall in 
the matter of requiring the city to 
grant 14 days’ vacation to laborers, 
after the same question had been de- 
feated by a suostantinl margin only 
last November, is about as cheeky a 
proceeding ns could be imagined. 
There should be no question as to the 
action by the legislature in turning 
this petition down as promptly as pos- 
sible. 

In this connection emphasis, it seems 
to us. ought to be made on the import- 
ance of production and every tendency 
towards slowing up should be opposed 
as unpatriotic, to say the least. Any 
shortening of the hours of labour is a 
step in the wrong direction and. in- 
deed. t4\e labor leaders have it within 
their power to make a ten strike with 
the average citizen, by an immediate 
advocacy of a lengthening of the labor 
day from eight to nine hours during 
the period of the war. This should 
carry, of course, additional compensa- 
tion, but as results arc the first con- 
sideration, the cost is merely in- 
cidental. 

Our attention has be:n called to the 
custom of the city in requiring emer- 
gency work from its employees, for 
which the ordinary wages are paid. 
With every other form of labor receiv- 
ing time and a half or double time for 
such work, there is no excuse for this 
action by the city authorities. The 
custom should be changed at once. 


The Newton Y. M. C. A. has acted in 
a most generous and patriotic manner 
in offering the use of the entire sec- 
ond floor of its building on Church 
street for the use of the various or- 
ganizations which are nt work for the 
loldiers and sailors. The concentra- 
jon of work of this kind under one 
oof will not only save the coal neces- 
lary to warm the buildings where 
vhese organizations have previously 
met. but will tend to a harmony and 
unification of effort which could not be 
possible under other circumstances.

STORMS AND FOREST TREES 


Timber Most Firmly Rooted Will En- 
dure Strain Better Than That of 
Strongest Wood. 


It is always interesting to watch 
the effect of storms anywhere, but in 
the woods these effects are most va- 
ried and remarkable, says a writer. 

It frequently happens that a tor- 
nado or hurricane will follow a cer- 
tain course and level only the trees 
in this lino, often leaping from place 
to place. In such cases all trees in 
Its swrfffr suffer or are blown down; 
but where there is a general very high 
wind and all trees are hit with about 
the same force it may he noted that 
the best rooted onefc and not those of 
the strongest wood survive. 

Wind resistance of the whole tree 
has also something to do with the 
heading character of the trunk and 
branches, for where these give before 
the force of the storm they permit the 
wind to slide off., The hickory, above 
all, will not yield, and consequently 
receives tho hardest strain against its 
entire top, whether full leaved or bare. 
It may bo commonly noticed that in 
a mixed woodland, where a hard wind 
has driven, there ore more hickories 
down than any other trees.

BOLIVIA'S CITY OF SILENCE 


Santa Cruz De La Sierra Far From 
the Outslc* World— Mall Reaches 
New York in Two Months. 


“The only tropicnl city of Bolivia it 
stands from 1.500 feet above sen level 
so far from the outside world that 
mall deposited on January 7 reached 
New York on March 11. Of the 10,- 
000 inhabitants of Santa Cruz De 
La Sierra. 11.000 are female, writes 
Harry A. Franck In the Century. 

"It Is a city of silence. Spreading 
over n dead-flat, half-sandy, Jungled 
plain, Its right-angled streets are 
deep In reddish sand In which not 
only Its shod foot, by no means In 
the majority, though the upper clnss 
is almost foppish In dress, hut even 
the solid wooden wheels of Its clumsy 
ox enrts made not n sound. There is 
nn modern Industry to lend Its stri- 
dent voice, though the town housts 
throe ‘strenin establishments’ for tho 
making of ice. the grinding of maize 
and tho sawing of lumber, and every 
street fades away nt either end Into 
the whispering Jungle. Narrow side- 
walks of porous red bricks, roofed by 
the wide overhanging eaves of the 
houses, often upheld by pillars or 
poles, line most of the streets. But 
these are by no means continuous, and 
being commonly high above the street 
level and often taken up entirely, es- 
pecially of nn evening, by the families, 
who consider tills their veranda rath- 
er than the pedestrian’s right of way, 
the latter generally finds It ensler to 
plod through the snnd of the street 
Itself. 


WHERE BITES ARE TREATED 


Mission Dispensaries Cure Many Afri- 
cans Who Sustain All Manner of 
Dangerous Injuries, 


Africans go to the mission dispen- 
saries to bo cured of bites from all 
— kinds of animals, and a large num- 
ber of them nre cured. The common- 
est bites nre from snakes, say a writer 
In World Outlook. In Inlmmlmne nre 
18 to 20 varieties of poisonous snakes, 
some very deadly, whose bites mean n 
fight for life. Hyenas kill or carry 
off hundreds of children each year, 
and most of those who are rescued 
have terrible scalp wounds, ns the 
hyena carries a child by the head. 
Other biting pests of the region are 
lions, from whom few escape nllve; 
scorpions, very poisonous and fond of 
getting into beds; hypo flies, lnrge 
flies that in biting take huge pieces of 
flesh and cause great swellings; 
sharks, of which tho bay is full. 

But the most common, bite and 
seemingly the hardest to heal, is the 
human bit. The Africans when they 
get angry use their teeth to good ad- 
vantage. There Is scarcely a morn- 
ing that several do not come to the 
dispensary. One boy lmd his lower 
lip bit off, and for him a new lip 
wus made. 


Legal Anatomy. 

I followed with interest from time to 
time the Innocent errors of the little 
blue-eyed helpmate of the ollicc. I 
doubt not that, without her help, great- 
er mistakes in typing would be made ; 
not in spelling or grammar, perhaps, 
but such as these: “Dear, Sir youSs 
of the 1st re%celve<* undin re(ly will 
say,” etc. 

Be that as It may, I have one here 
which I think worthy of a paper. I 
dictated us follows: 

“Such a proposition, couched ns it 
Is in terms to misleafU tin* jury, is not 
a true statement of the law, is unten- 
able and is certain to mean defeat to 
the ends of justice.”

“Here you 
have," he remurked, “a hotly of deli- 
cately nurtured, earnest-minded wom- 
en who, for some trifling Infraction of 
the law, And themselves condemned to 
prison, und there for the llrst time 
in their lives — ” 

“Beg pardon, sir, for interrupting,” 
said the charwoman, jumping up hasti- 
ly, “but 1 think I ought to tell you that 
I did once get seven duys for bunging 
my old muu on the pose I” 


Ship of the Desert. 

Because of Its peculiar swuying mo- 
tion in walking, the camel has been 
called the “ship of the desert.” This 
title may also have some reference to 
the extreme stupidity and passivity of 
the animal, says Popular Science 
Monthly, which submits to great 
louds, which it will often carry for 
duys ut a time without stopping for 
food or drink, with no moro urging 
than a ship would require from the 
hands of its pilot. 

The manner iu which the drivers 
hobble the camels when they stop for 
tt rest is interesting. They do not de- 
pend upon stukes driven In the deep, 
yielding sand, but simply double buck 
und tie one end of the forelegs of the 
animal, so thut It can lie down or rise 
up, but cuuuot move from the spot.

Tremendous responsibilities confront 
the liberty-loving people of the world. 
A mighty conflict is before us and the 
titanic struggle calls for heroism never 
before surpassed in the world’s his- 
tory. Has not the time arrived when 
American patriotism, the real patri- 
otism that will save tin* world from 
Gorman despotism, should he aroused 
to the very limit? The red blood of 
Americanism has been dormant, wait- 
ing. hoping and trusting in Providence 
to save us, but the supreme hour of 
action has come and wc must arise 
from our lethargy and save ourselves 
and the sleeping nations. Men have 
not awakened to the danger- the crisis 
is on and we must meet it with our 
last dollar and our last man. 

German efficiency and German bru- 
tality has the world by the throat and 
is marching on. For forty years every 
man has been taught in Germany to 
bo efficient in his place. There has 
been no surplus energy wasted in 
Germany, there has been no work of 
duplication while our systems in the 
United States have been lacking in 
the essentials. In ordinary times our 
democratic system has been able to 
meet the Issues. But the new crisis 
has called for reformation. Nation, 
states and municipalities and the 
people must readjust our economic 
system. There are thousands of un- 
necessary offices; millions of immate- 
rial workers, and thousands of men 
doing duplicate work. Our business 
and politics is burdened with extrava- 
gance. Thousands of men must give 
up immaterial labor and go to work to 
produce something substantial to save 
the allied nations. It is not a theory 
but a reality. Our drummers, solici- 
tors, credit men and middlemen, those 
engaged in the delivery system, pri- 
vate and public, must give place to 
more active production by these men. 
It is not patriotism to do immaterial 
labor in this crisis. 

More than 3,000,000 men in the Unit- 
ed States should be shifted to* other 
places than they now hold. We have 
been called on to conserve the re- 
sources of the nation and in the Food 
Conservation the people of the Unit- 
ed States have responded nobly. But 
conservation Is not enough. There 
must be more efficiency, production 
and labor performed. This reform 
must reach from top to bottom and 
tlie people of the United States must 
realize this fact. No man Is too rich 
or too poor to do more work and pro 
duce more — the nation must have more 
efficiency to sav«* the world for dem- 1 
ocrncy. The gulf between cnpital and 
labor must not widen. The raising 
of prices, advance of wages and the 
cutting down of production will, de- 
stroy the prosperity of every indus- 
try. Big profits should be made 
criminal offenses in these troublous 
times. Capital and labor must not 
be brutal as they have been in the 
past. 

There must be more efficiency, pro- 
duction and labor than ever before by 
every person. The supreme test has 
come. Indifference and extravagance 
must cease. M< n must do their duty 
— and more. The middlemen and the 
manipulators must give up their ex- 
tortion- they are enemies to a world- 
wide reform and the triumph of de- 
mocracy. If men will not do right on 
their own volition they must be forced 
to do right. 

This is no time for a nation-wide 
strike, tying up the industries of the 
world und putting millions of men, 
women and children on starvation. 
There should be more patriotism than 
to trump up strikes and lockouts. 
The man with money must give it and 
the man with labor must give it, if 
our country is saved. Acts of bru- 
tality aud inhumanity must ceuse or I 
the storm cloud will guthor and in J 
the maelstrom that follows darkness 
will come to our great couutry. We 
should do our duty willingly und 
cheerfully. 

It will take morC wheat, meat and i 
clothing to save the world and the 
man who docs not produce more and 
conserve more will only add to the 
burdens aud cripple the efficiency of' 
tlie uutiou. In this erisis "will we 
choose life or death which?" The 
issue confronts us uud we must meet 
our duties and tlie business of the 
couutry must not be looted by either 
duss. If so, then Germany will rule 
tile world aud the honor of men uud 
the safety of women will he "sound ( 
ing brass and tinkling cymbal. "

NEITHER PENCIL NOR PEN 


Writing Implement. Made of Mixture 
of Wax and Ground Pumice 
Stone, Recent Invention. 

A writing implement composed of a 
mixture of wax nnd finely ground pu- 
mice stone containing particles of Ink 
hns been Invented by William C. Geer 
of Akron. O.. to take the place of ordi- 
nary and fountain pens, pencils, cray- 
ons nnd all other writing implements, 
say the Popular Science Monthly. As 
the body of the new writing device Is 
composed of a mixture of wax nnd 
pumice stone, which Is easily worn 
away when rubbed against a paper 
surface, tlip inventor claims that the 
cells of ink intermixed with the wax 
nnd pumice stone will also be liber- 
ated. giving a uniform supply of ink. 

The device is made by mixing the 
wax. pumice stone nnd ink together. 
When it is heated to the proper tem- 
perature it is suddenly immersed in 
cold water. This chills nnd solidifies 
the wax mixture, producing a body 
having a cellular structure, each cell 
being filled with Ink.

Cactus Candy. 

Louisiana sugar cane planters have 
evolved a plan for manufacturing 
candy from the spineless cactus. In 
the process the peel of the plant Is 
removed, dipped into hot molasses 
and coated with granulated or pow- 
dered sugar. The result Is a confec- 
tion of rich npd delicious flavor. 

So successful have been the experi- 
ments with the new sweet that cane 
planters are now growing ciittus, 
which formerly was utilized, when 
used at all, for cattle fodder. Planters 
can in this way furnish plenty of raw 
material for the new product. 

Another important result In the 
making of what some enterprising ad- 
vertiser may call "kaktus-kundy," 
says an exchange. Is that sugar mills 
which linve heretofore been idle for 
nine months In the year can now use 
part of their equipment In the candy 
manufacturing industry.

A PROSPEROUS YEAR 

New England Muhin! Life Shows In- 
creases In Premiums, Assets 
nnu Surplus 

A rcmnrknbln development of the 
business of the New England Mutual 
Life Insurance Company took place 
during 1917, according to tho report 
of President Alfred D. Foster. This 
report was rend at the seventy-fourth 
annual meeting of the policy-holders 
which was held In a cold room. All 
present wore their overcoats. 

President Foster’s report showed 
that the assets are now $84,549,287, an 
increase of $5,455,786; the policy re- 
serves and other liabilities are $79,- 
129,280, nil increase of $5,400,232; the 
surplus by the Massachusetts standard 
is $5,420,006, an increase of $53,554. 
During the year premiums received 
amounted to $12,340,506, an increase 
of $1,272,669; and the total income 
was $16,141,149. which was $1,379,118 
more than last year. The new in- 
surance paid for reached $54,783,039, 
which was $10,606,266 more than the 
year before. 

The net increase in insurance in 
force was $38,089,954, equal to about 
seventy per cent of the new insurance. 
The policies now in force number 153,- 
538, insuring $375,494,658. Death 
claims of $3,562,483 were paid. The 
longest duration of nny policy that 
terminated by death in 1917 was sixty- 
three years; the shortest, eighteen 
days. The average number of pre- 
miums paid on policies that became 
death claims was 15.2, and the average 
age of the insured was 55.8 years. The 
company subscribed for $2,000,000 
Liberty loan bonds, of which the Gov- 
ernment allotted $1,000,000. 

On the declaration of war, April 6, 
the company issued to all its then pol- 
icy-holders a general permit to engage 
in war service without extra premium, 
any condition in their policies to the 
contrary being waived. Since April 
6 a moderate extra premium has been 
charged new members who enter mili- 
tary service, to cover the war hazard. 
The company has lost since the begin- 
ning of the war only seven members, 
with a total of $42,962 insurance.

Dr. Irving J. Fisher of the Newton 
Committee on Child Conservation gave 
the following address at the Annual 
Meeting of the Stearns School Centre 
on the afternoon of January 22: 

Preliminary examination and con- 
tinued supervision of the prospective 
mother is recognized today to he an 
important pnrt of adequate obstetric 
care. This care is proved to be of val- 
ue as a safeguard to the mother, an 
aid to maternal nursing and a largo 
factor in the prevention of infant mor- 
tality. 

The purpose of these clinics Is to 
offer Prenatal Care; i. e. the early ex- 
amination and supervision .of pros- 
pective mothers of limited means, to 
teach them general hygiene and the 
importance of medical supervision 
during pregnancy and of adequate 
care at confinement. 

It is very Important to get the 
patients to register as early as pos- 
sible in their pregnancy, in order to 
take advantage of preventive medi- 
cine ns applied to obstetrics; i. e. the 
utilization of every known means to 
keep the patient well and strong, to 
foresee and forestall dangers and to 
Intelligently provide for confinement. 

A physician and nurse will conduct 
these clinics which will directly follow 
the Baby Clinics. Adequnte histories, 
examinations and measurements will 
be made and records of such kept. 
After this initial visit at the Clinic 
by the nurse who will see that sug- 
the patient will be visited at intervals, 
gestions are being carried out and 
that the pregnancy is progressing nor- 
mally. Other visits to the Clinic will 
he mnde by the patient at stated inter- 
vals. 

Enough babies under one year of age 
die Hi this country In one year to popu- 
late a city seven times the size of New- 
ton. Yet we are not the worst country. 
Chile loses one third of her babies. 
On the other hand New Zealand makes 
the best showing with losses of 50 per 
1000 births of her infants. Boston is 
to he congratulated upon its very 
efficient Baby Hygiene Association, 
whose efforts are proven in the figures 
for 1917 giving a death rate of 99.1 
per 1000 births. The rate in 1916 was 
104.6 and in 1872, 230. This Is the 
first year in the history of the city 
when the number of deaths under one 
year have been under 100 per 1000. 

In Newton in 1916, 54 babies under 
one year of age died, or 67.5 per 1000 
births. In 1917, 82 died, or 98.4 per 
1000. This is the highest death rate 
under one year that this city has had 
for the last ten years. 

Of the 82 deaths, 47 were under one 
month and 21 were less than a dav 
old. 

Work in Child Conservation should 
be governed by statistics of the local 
Board of Health. For instance, a high 
death rate under one week indicates 
the need of obstetric care; meaning 
better and safer facilities for delivery 
A high mortality under one month 
suggests at once the need of prenatal 
care. A high death rate under one 
year indicates the necessity of Baby 
Clinics. 

Infant mortality statistics from the 
Nations of Europe at war show a de- 
crease of 50 per cent in infant deaths. 
From this saving of young lives, it is 
estimated, the losses caused by war 
will be balanced in one generation and 
that in 20 years those European 
nations now conserving child life will 
be as numerically strong as they were 
at the outbreak of the war, notwith 
standing the immense losses reported 

Published figures to January 1, 1917 
and unpublished figures to April 
from Germany display a reduction in 
death rate under one year unparalled 
in time of peace. The reduction is 
large as to have compensated for half 
the reduction in the birth rate during 
the past year. 

Early in the war resolutions were 
passed to continue and increase Infant 
Welfare Work. This has been success- 
ful even though physicians and nurses 
were unavailable due to their presence 
at the front. In June 1915, 2 per cent 
of the work had decreased, 10 per cent 
had increased, and 88 per cent, had 
continued unimpared. The centers 
that had been closed were those which 
depended upon private subscription. 

Especially characteristic of private 
institutions was a tendency of the 
Sisters who had been carrying on In- 
fant Welfare Work, to leave it for 
active military duty. In this country 
the nurses would come under this 
head. Such a tendency here would he 
deplorable, even though our armv 
wants to enrol 37,500 nurses for im- 
mediate consignment. 

Some trained workers must be re- 
tained to carry on Infant Wolfarc and 
Prenatal work, which in my mind is 
to Income a distinct war measure. 

France Immediately at the beginning 
of the war saw the urgent necessity of 
protecting babies on account of the 
low birth rate. 

England did not show the same in- 
tensity of feeling, und yet extraordin- 
ary measures have been taken to main- 
tain and increase all methods for the 
protection of mothers and babies. 

The warring countries are watching 
their infant mortality rate and birth 
rate with us much concern us their 
casualty lists. 

In reported districts of England, 
France, and Germany death rates 
under 1 yeur have decreased markedly, 
due to measures for the protection of 
infancy und maternity. 

We in tlie United Stutes. face a sim- 
ilar situation und the sooner it is well 
in hand the better. 

In Newton, we shall start at once 
four centres for the care of Infants 
and children. 

The West Newton Clinic has been 
in existence since July 1917, having 
proven its value by the attendance and 
results. Including this Clinic there 
will be five units.

pital Annex will ho started a day or 
two later. The West Newton Clinic 
is held Thursday afternoons. At the 
Newton Hospital, the Clinic will be 
run in combination with the Out Pa- 
tient Department and can start during 
the same week as the others. Tho 
School Settlement I hope will be 
ready between tho 4th and 10th of 
February. 

The Clinics will be held once each 
week at 3 P. M., each unit having a 
different day. 

There will be a physician and nurse 
in attendance who will give instruc- 
tions and advice in nursing, feeding, 
care and hygiene of infants and chil- 
dren. 

These Clinics are primarily for well 
infants and children from birth to 5 
years. Breast feeding will he en- 
couraged. Artificial feeding will he 
substituted and regulated only when 
necessary. For the older babies and 
children diet will he adjusted to fit 
the n#eds of each. Suggestions as to 
bathing, fresh air and'clothiug will be 
made. 

Wo do not intend at present, at 
least, to establish milk stations at 
our units. If later thlR seems neces- 
sary they enn easily he started. Milk 
however will be watched as to Its 
cleanliness and care. Frozen milk in 
the winter will bo guarded against and 
in tho hot weather mothers will be 
taught the Importance of keeping in a 
cold place. 

The nurse will be of great assist- 
ance In carrying out our program with 
efficiency. 

The Newton Hospital is to give us 
a 3rd year nurse who will devote her 
entire time to the Clinics and subse- 
quent visits. 

At each Clinic wo must have volun- 
teers from among the interested wo- 
men to assist in clerical work and in 
undressing and weighing the babies. 

There is no limit to this work when 
it is once begun, and we ask for the 
interest and co-operation of everyone 
in Newton for the support of a work 
that is to raise very perceptibly the 
standard of the coming generation 
physically, mentally, and morally.

DNIVERSI1YEDUCATI0N 

Newton Residents Who Have Recently 
Received Certificates 


The State of Massachusetts Is well 
in advance of most stnteA in educa- 
tional matters. Two years ago this 
month a department was established 
at thO State House which provides, in 
a measure, free university education. 

Courses in industrial, commercial, 
and academic subjects are given in 
classes wherever there are twenty 
persons who wish to take tho same 
subject, if it does not conflict with 
work in the evening schools. During 
the pnst year the most popular 
courses nre those directly in line with 
the education required on account of 
current war conditions. Clnssos in 
military French have been held In 
most of the enntonments throughout 
the State. Classes in foods and nu- 
trition have proved very populnr and 
have helped greatly toward food con- 
servation. 

Lnst year several classes were held 
in Newton successfully. The class In 
Commercial Spanish, which met in 
the Mason School in Newton Centre, 
was taught by Mr. George F. Mc- 
Carthy from Boston University, and 
completed its work this month. If 
there is sufficient call an advanced 
class in Spanish may be given in 
Newton. 

Dr. Percy W. Long of Harvard con- 
ducted the class in English Composi- 
tion A. On account of a summer break 
this class dwindled in size, and was 
merged with the Boston class In Eng- 
lish Composition A. The probabili- 
ties are that this class will continue 
with the course in English literature. 

In order to have a class under this 
department it is necessary to have 
twenty members. There are already 
twelve enrollments in the office for a 
clnss in foods and nutrition, and it 
only needs eight members, more to 
make that class a certainty. Tho 
work in foods and nutrition, which is 
conducted by Miss Marion Gage, a 
former Simmons teacher, has proved 
very popular, and classes have been 
held in all of the larger towns around 
Boston, as well as in the western part 
of the State. 

In the last part of 1916 and the 
early part of 1917, a class in civics 
was taught by Mr. Charles W. Hobbs, 
an agent of the Board of Education.

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SIX MONTHS HALF HOLIDAY 

Six Months Hall Holiday Finally Granted to City 
Laborers Who Wanted the Entire Year 


President Early presided and Alder- 
man Tuttle was the only member ab- 
sent from the meeting of the aider- 
men on Monday evening. 

Henrlngs were held on petitions for 
transfer of ownership of existing poles 
of the Telephone Co. to the Edison Co. 
on Beacon street, and Nahanton street, 
and on the transfer to the M. & B. St. 
Rwy. Co. of a telephone pole on Wal- 
nut street, at which no one appeared. 
Messrs. George Phipps and H&rry C. 
Walker appeared in favor of the laying 
out of Kent road in Waban, but they 
were doubtful about a proposed drain 
and sewer taking in Hereford road, 
especially in regard to the sewer, the 
drainage being a part of the work on 
Kent road’. Mrs. Harlow also sent in 
a written protest against the Hereford 
road taking. 

Mayor Childs sent in the reappoint- 
ment of these assistant assessors — T. 
D. Murphy, H. B. Coffin, Joseph Byers, 
J. G. Tompson, B. D. Farrell, W. F. 
Hadlock, F. E. Hunter, C. E. Braman, 
H. H. Read, Gordon McMullin, C. B. 
McGee and James D. Greene. The 
mayor also appointed Probation Offi- 
cer M. J. Enegess as a constable, sub- 
mitted bond of City Treasurer, Francis 
Newhall, recommended $200 for use of 
Newton Constabulary, the payment of 
1917 taxes on the church property ad- 
joining City Hall amounting to $924.64, 
recommending payment of bill of 
Hurley Bros, for $90.16, and claim of 
M. V. Croker for $40. The mayor also 
submitted his annual budget for city 
expenses for 1918. His appointment 
of Paul N. Doiront as a measurer of 
wood was immediately confirmed. 

Notice was received of a hearing be- 
fore the Public Service Commission 
on petition of the M. & B. St. Rwy. Co. 
to operate one-man cars in parts of 
its territory, including the Newton 
Highlands-Lake street line, and the 
Newtonville-Newton Centre line, and 
the city solicitor was requested to ap 
pear at the hearing, although there 
was considerable doubt as to what po- 
sition he should take on the matter. 
The Franchise committee finally vol- 
unteered to be present at the hearing 
in behalf of the board. 

Petitions of D. E. Perkins and Rob- 
ert J. Burns for auctioneer licenses, 
G. S. Hagopian for a common victual- 
ler license at 267 Washington street, 
James Weeks for a private garage on 
Curve street, various apportionments 
of betterment assessments on Nor- 
wood avenue, Playstead road and Wa- 
ban Hill road North, a relocation of an 
Edison pole on Homer street, and a 
Telephone attachment on Lexington 
street were granted. S. W. Shepard- 
son filed a claim for personal injuries 
on Bowen street, and Pietro Valente 
wanted damages for running into the 
police patrol. 

Mayor Childs forwarded an appeal- 
ing note from W. H. Mague for relief 
from his present garbage contract, 
claiming that he was losing $1,000 a 
month. 

On recommendation of committees, 
the rules were amended to define the 
duties of the Legislation committee, 
the claims of M. V. Croker for $40, and 
Hurley Bros, for $90.15 were allowed, 
the taxes paid on the old church 
property adjoining City Hall, permit 
granted E. H. Ellison to keep gasolene 
on Sargent street, to the Directorate 
Inc. for a multiple garage on Sumner 
street, $4,700 allowed for purchase of 
a new road roller, and betterment as- 
sessments levied on account of Moffat 
road, Hale street, Carver road, Pheas- 
ant road, and the drainage of South 
Meadow brook. 

The proposed change in the prefer- 
ential voting law was favored, and a 
new ordinance relative to the Ac- 
counting department was submitted 
and laid over until the next meeting. 

eLave to withdraw was granted on 
claims of M. Barry for damages to 
wagon, to J. F. Tuscher for damages to 
clothing, and to Abbie Freeman for 
personal injuries. 

No further action was taken on the 
proposed transfer of maintenance 
work of the Playground department 
to the Forestry department, on a pro- 
posed new central fire alarm station, 
and on complaint of J. Q. A. Whltte- 
more relutive to betterment assess- 
ments. 

Aldermun Murphy opposed the ma- 


jority report of the Finance committee 
on granting leave to withdraw on pe- 
tition of city laborers for a half holi- 
day Saturdays throughout the year. 
He presented an order granting this 
petition, saying it was a humanitarian 
measure, and needed both by the men 
nnd their families. He said it could 
not bo measured in dollars and cents, 
that 20 cities nnd towns not only grnnt 
the holiday, but also give 14 days’ va- 
cation, and the men in this city would 
not be satisfied with present condi- 
tions. These men are not essential to 
the business of war, and 43 of them 
have sons in the service. The men 
are willing to do any emergency work 
which may arise, and it would be good 
business for the city to grant this 
holiday, ns the results will more than 
offset the estimated expense. Aider- 
man Murphy made one of the best 
speeches ever heard in City Hall in fa- 
vor of the order. He called attention 
to the progress being made in every 
line of effort, stating that in labor, 12 
hours was formerly a day’s work, then 
10, then 9 and now 8, and we all con- 
cede that 8 hours is a fair day’s work. 
England was first agitated over the 
Saturday half holiday as early as 1860, 
and it is in general use today in Euro- 
pean countries. 12 states in this coun- 
try make it a legal holiday, and there 
was no question but what the voters 
of Newton would favor it on a referen- 
dum. There are only 6 cities in Mas- 
sachusetts with over 35,000 population 
which do not allow the time. No extra 
men will be needed and the tax rate 
will not be increased. He believed 
that far better results would be ob- 
tained with satisfied laborers working 
a total of 2232 hours a year as against 
the present 2336 hours. These men. 
he said, are patriotic, they have given 
their sons to the service, they have 
subscribed to the liberty bonds and to 
the Red Cross, and they pay taxes on 
$585,000 worth of property. 

Alderman Blake spftke briefly 
against the order, and Commissioner 
Stuart, when called upon, said that 
the efficiency of the department was as 
high as ever, but that 44 hours of 
energy would not produce the same re- 
sults as 48. 

Alderman Whidden said the order 
would undoubtedly benefit the laborer 
and his family, but the city ought not 
to use $15,000 for the purpose, and he 
added that to ’fill the places of these 
men if the work actually needed to be 
done would cost $15,000 more Aider- 
man Price said he favored the six 
months’ order of last year, but a fair 
proportion of the men do v not work 
during the winter months, and do not 
need the holiday for recreative pur- 
poses. Alderman Cole said that 385 
men were affected by the order, which 
would cost $15,625. About 70 per cent, 
of the men work full time throughout 
the year, and that some authority had 
stated that every 10 per cent, increase 
in wages led to 7 per cent, less effi- 
cient. This was not a matter of rec- 
reation, but an indirect method of in- 
creasing wages. He did not believe 
the present was any time to decrease 
production whether directly or indi- 
rectly affecting the war. 

Alderman Carter said that last year 
he had voted for the six months’ order 
to satisfy the laborers; they now ask 
for 12 months, and he queried how 
much have we got to give to get a 
satisfied laborer. Alderman Kendrick 
thought the half holiday an ideal ar- 
rangement, but suggested that it might 
be arranged by a redistribution of the 
48 hours throughout the week, leaving 
Saturday afternoon free. 

Alderman Hollis favored the order, 
as it meant a square deal for the la- 
borer and the matter of patriotism 
was a false issue. The men would not 
be satisfied until they obtained a Sat- 
urday half holiday and two weeks’ va- 
cation. Alderman Angler thought the 
scarcity of labor a factor in the mat- 
ter, he believed that laborers should 
be treated as other employees, but said 
that manufacturers hud found that in- 
creased wages and shorter hours 
meant inefficiency. 

Alderman Murphy then withdrew 
his order for 12 months’ Saturday half 
holiday and substituted one for six 
months from May 1st, which was 
adopted without a dissenting vote.

Newtonville Drive For War Work Funds 
Raises $17,700 

The drive in Newtonville for funds 
for materials for continuance of the 
war work by the women of that vil- 
lage, was a huge success, with $17,700 
being ruised during the week ending 
Wednesday night. The campaign wns 
under the charge of a committee of 
which Mr. Henry J. Nichols was chair- 
man and Mr. James A. Stafford the 
campaign director. The people of 
Newtonville responded most gener- 
ously, und the limit of $12,000 was 
soon reached. The principal credit 
for the result should be given to the 
105 officers and members of the New- 
tonville Unit of the Constabulary, 
who made a house-to-house canvass of 
the entire village. There were eight 
divisions, each divided into three sec- 
tions, and the work was under the di- 
rect charge of 20 captains selected 
from the non-commissioned officers of 
the Unit, and it is needless to add that 
each quota accomplished 100 per cent, 
of the work assigned to it. 

The raising of this money will al- 
low the ladies in charge of the war 
work in Newtonville to provide free 
wool for knitting and thus largely In- 
crease the present number of workers.

TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL 

About 80 men have expressed their 
desire to become radio operators. 

Preparations were immediately 
made lor Riving courses of instruction 
in "buzzer” work to ns many Newton 
men ns were found eligible. Mr. 
Harrington, of the Science depart- 
ment. has assisted in purchasing and 
installing the necessary wiring and 
instruments, the equipment selected 
being identically the same as that 
adopted by the government radio 
training school at Cambridge. 

Each operator is provided with an 
operating key and special telephone 
receivers. An elaborate system of 
wiring supplies high frequency cur- 
rent to all and enables a wide variety 
of connections desirable for the dif- 
ferent stages of training. 

The class began work Wednesday 
evening. January 30. in temporary 
quarters provided in the basement of 
the Claflin School. Trained instruc- 
tors are supplied from the Cambridge 
Radio School, thus insuring the most 
efficient and skillful training. The 
class will be held 3 or 4 nights per 
week. There is no definite length of. 
course to be given. 

When an operator has attained a 
proficiency of 20 or more words per 
minute, he is given a record card from 
the school of instruction. Upon pre- 
senting this card at time he reports 
at a cantonment, he would be assigned 
to radio and buzzer service. 

Operators who have not reached a 
proficiency of 20 words per minute 
will be given a card at the time of 
leaving the class to enter the canton- 
ment stating what degree of profi- 
ciency they have attained. 

A friend of the school, who prefers 
to have his name withheld, has offered 
■»ight prizes, four for Freshmen and 
our for Sophomores, in the all-im- 
lortant subjects of spelling and punct- 
lation. Examinations will be given 
he latter part of May to determine 
the winners. Four two-and-a-half 
dollar gold pieces will be the first 
prizes, and will be awarded to the 
freshman and sophomore who pass 
the highest examination in spelling, 
and also to the freshman and sopho- 
mores who do the best in the punctu- 
ation test. Books will also be given 
to those four pupils who take second 
place in each of the four examinations. 

Next Monday. February 11th. the 
Senior Class will give a dance from 
2.30 to 5.30 for the graduates of the 
Technical High School. This dance is 
incidentally to take the place of the 
Graduate Night of the Annual Public 
Declamation, and also to give the 
Alumni a chance to come back to the 
High School during their Monday holi- 
days for another good-time and re- 
union. 


OKU TED M W COMMISSIONED 


Herbert M. Waren, 2nd. of Chestnut 
Hill, who was sent to Camp Devens 
with the second forty per cent., has 
been commissioneu a First Lieutenant 
in the Engineer Officers Reserve 
Corps.

“YOU CAN RELY ON LEWANDOS” 
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Editor of Newton Graphic, 

A communication in a recent edition 
of the Grnphlc from my friend, Mr. 
Geo. M. Flake of Auburndalc, in re- 
gard to growing potatoes in coal ash- 
es seems to me is somewhat mislead- 
ing. In regard to the rotted leaves 
Mr. F. is surely right as most every 
vegetable or plant will grow in leaf 
dirt. As the roots of a potato grow 
down, the potatoes planted on a lawn 
at Saco, Maine, and covered with coal 
ashes no doubt grew a crop as the 
turf made a feeding place for the 
roots. 

The reported growing of potatoes 
and tomatoes in coal nshes on a city 
dump I think enn bo explained without 
giving any credit to coal ashes. The 
early settlers when they cleared the 
land cut down the trees and burned 
them where they fell. The wood nsh- 
es mixed with the leaf mould or dirt 
that had been gathering for ages made 
a most excellent fertilizer and the set- 
tlers usually had large crops of po- 
tatoes. corn and grain. 

Most families use a coal range and 
use wood to start the fire and during 
the day, in order to make a quick 
blaze use more or less wood; the ash- 
es go with the coal ashes to the ash 
barrel. The heating apparatus re- 
quires a lot of wood to start and re- 
plenish the fire, — result, more wood 
ashes in the ash barrel. 

Nearly every house has one or more 
fireplaces, and they consume a lot of 
wood, — result, a lot of wood ashes go 
in the ash barrel (only a few people 
save the wood ashes). These ash 
barrels go to the city dump and my 
claim is, that any potatoes, tomatoes, 
or anything else that grew on a coal 
ashes dump, did not grow from plant 
food of the coal ashes, but from the 
wood ashes that was mixed with them. 
Advice, compost your leaves, save all 
the wood ashes possible for your gar- 
den and lawn. Wood ashes will make 
sweet peas blossom better than other 
fertilizers, they are also a good pre- 
vention against cut-worms. Coal ash 
es are good to lighten clay or muck 
soil but don’t buy or rely on them to 
grow potatoes or anything else. The 
bulletins I have seen from different 
Agricultural Colleges say that coal 
ashes have practically no plant food.

The writer is convinced that he 
voices the sentiment of a large ma- 
jority of your constituents in urging 
you to exercise your good offices to 
the utmost of your ability in tho in- 
terest of the speedy ratification of the 
Federal Prohibition Amendment re- 
cently passed by both houses of Con- 
gress. Although a large majority of 
the citizens of Newton have always 
favored temperance, there has been a 
lack of unanimity as to the best meth- 
ods of promoting it. The sentiment 
in Newton in favor of prohibition has 
steadily advanced in recent years, as 
evidenced by the abolition of the sixth 
class druggist’s license and pony ex- 
press. Now that there is a prospect 
of securing national prohibition, and 
a satisfactory enforcement of the law, 
public sentiment is almost unani- 
mously in favor of it, the liquor inter- 
ests being the principal objectors. 
Sentiment in its favor is not confined 
to total abstainers, for, realizing the 
great amount of crime and suffering 
caused by the use of liquor, the occa- 
sional user of it favors national prohi- 
bition as being for the greatest good 
of the greatest number. As one has 
recently said, “I enjoy drinking wine, 
it tastes good. Notwithstanding that, 
I am a violent prohibitionist." It has 
been currently reported that two of 
our three representatives are opposed 
to the ratification of this amendment. 
The Referendum is favored by the liq- 
uor interests. It is always safe to op- 
pose any measure they favor. All of 
the representatives of Somerville, 
seven in number, have publicly 
pledged their support to the amend- 
ment.

EDITORIAL 


While the editor of the GRAPHIC 
believes that it is the duty of our rep- 
resentatives at the State House to 
take decisive action on the pending 
ratification of the prohibition amend- 
ment to the national constitution, 
there is absolutely no reason why the 
board of aldermen should express an 
official opinion on this question. A 
few years ago. President Hlakemore 
rendered several sound and able opin- 
ions as to the rights and duties of the 
aldermen, whose powers he found 
were limited by the city charter. Of 
course, if the hoard of aldermen, as 
individuals choose to express an opin- 
ion on any subject under the sun. they 
can do so. but it would carry the same 
weight as if it had been expressed by 
an equal number of gentlemen in a 
neighborhood debating society. 

The relatives of soldiers, sailors and 
nurses now in the service are re- 
minded that the law authorizing gov- 
-ernment insurance for their depend- 
ents expires by limitation next Tues- 
day and prompt steps should be taken 
if the persons actually in the service 
have neglected this important matter. 
The government allows insurance for 
death or total disability up to $10,000 
at a cost ranging from 65 cents to 
$1.20 per month, per $1,000. for ages 
from 21 to 51 years. Information can 
be obtained from headquarters of the 
Dept, of the Northeast, near the Bos- 
ton Public Library. 

Dne of the splendid results of war 
work in this city is the breaking down 
i of class and social distinctions and the 
working together of the women in the 
Red Cross and various forms of relief 
organizations, and the men in the New- 
ton Constabulary. Village loyalty 
’^ads to city, state and national loyalty 
ad national loyalty has led many to 
ike a deeper interest in their own 
eigliborhood and village, thus com- 
leting a circle of patriotism. Let us 
~ope that the benefits secured will last 
for many years. 

Newtonville and West Newton are 
showing the rest of the city what can 
be accomplished in the way of raising 
funds for war work. • All it evidently 
needs is an efficient organization to 
reach the people of this city, who will 
gladly and generously respond to any 
call which will help and comfort the 
boys on the firing line and in the 
camps.

Few of us realize the tremendous 
work which has -been done for New 
England in general and Boston in par- 
ticular by the State Fuel Administra- 
tor.

There were many interesting hear- 
ings this week. Election Laws hoard 
on Wednesday the hill of the writer to 
make a slight change in our prefer- 
ential election law to avoid a possible 
void election, and the hill was later 
favorably reported. The same day. 
Mr. ( has. 11. Porter of Waban, and Dr. 
G M. Wjnaiow of^ Auburndale. were 
hoard with' others 'ift floor of a gen- 
eral preferential • municipal election 
law for the entire state, to be open to 
acceptance by any municipality, by 
vote of the people. 

The committee later reported leave 
to withdraw on this measure and Rep- 
resentative Allen was even unable to 
have this changed in the House to a 
reference to the next General Court. 
The House chairman, Mr. Burr, is a 
strong opponent of the preferential 
voting plan and refused to make even 
this slight compromise. 

The same day there was a hearing 
on the plan for a greater Boston to 
lake effect if five-eighths of the voters 
in the district within ten miles of the 
State House cast a favorable vote. 
If such a bill was put to a referen- 
dum, there would bo little doubt of 
such a majority, and would result in 
such places as Newton and Brookline 
becoming part of a Greater Boston 
and losing its political and what is 
more important, its financial (from a 
taxation standpoint) identity. 

The same morning there was a hear 
ing before the Public Service Commis- 
sion on the petition of the Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railway Co. to oper- 
ate one-man ears in portion of its ter- 
ritory including the Lake street-New- 
ton Highlands and the Newtovnille- 
Newton Centre lines in this city. Gen 
oral Manager Cox explained to the 
Commission that the Company planned 
to operate an entirely new type of 
car with but oue door at the forward 
end. the motorman acting as conduc- 
tor and having the entire mechnnism 
of the car within his reach. Aider- 
men Clark and Nichols of the city gov- 
ernment were present for information, 
but made no objection to the plan. 
Residents of Needham and other 
places attempted to make the granting 
of this petition conditional on better 
service by the Company. The Com- 
mission lias not yet acted on the 
matter. 

"After months of the closest study 
and the most painstaking investiga- 
tion into tlie street railway situation 
in this state, during the course of 
which visits were made to many of the 
largest cities in the country where 
successful plans of operation are now 
in force, the Street Railway Investi- 
gation Committee appointed last year 
has just filed its report with the legis- 
lature in which it recommends the 
service at cost plan as the most likely 
solution of the street railway prob- 
lem. 

The principal features of the plan 
are: Provision for street railways to 
furnish service at actual cost plus a 
guaranteed return of 6 per cent on 
the investment. It requires all pri- 
vate jitney lines to be bonded and li- 
censed by the state. Authorizes the 
street railways to operate bus. lines 
for auxiliary service; abolish tlie ex- 
cise or commutation tax imposed on 
the trolley roads; permit the street 
railways to establish general trolley 
freight service with the status of 
common carriers. 

The adoption of the plan is optional 
with each company and in determin- 
ing the basis of cost there would be 
considered the operating expense, the 
guarantee to investors, taxes, and al- 
lowance for depreciation. 

The advantages of the service at 
cost plan so far as the public is con- 
cerned are, immediate expenditures 
for improved service, closer super- 
vision of street railway mangement, 
all the advantages of public owner- 
ship without the attendant disadvan- 
tages of public inefficiency, a schedule 
of fares sufficient to cover the actual 
cost of service rendered.”

Chinese Insanitary Methods of Eating 
Affected by European and Ameri- 
can Influences. 

Fancy yourself n guest for the first 
time at a Chinese dinner. In front of 
you, as you sent yourself nn your bnck- 
less chnlv, are n small plate, n spoon 
for soups, and n pnlr of chopsticks. 
Of the Intricacies of the manipulation 
of the latter nothing need here lie said 
It Is a matter of practice. Each course 
Is brought on in a large dish and placed 
In the center of the table. The service, 
then. Is simple; each person serves 
himself, and the service is direct. 

You will, and so will everybody else 
at tlint table, put your sticks Into the 
dish In the center, convey thgrefrom 
food to your mouth, insert the sticks 
into your mouth as fur as you choose — 
and return to the center dish for more, 
Nathaniel Pfeffer writes In World Out- 
look. By the time each guest hns had 
three helpings it will require skillful 
maneuvering to get a piece that has 
not been touched over by sticks that 
have made at least two trips to at 
least one other person’s mouth. 

The snnitnry consequences are ob- 
vious. As the chnln is ns strong ns 
its weakest Mnk, so the health of that 
company is as good ns that of its sick- 
est guest. And if you have been 
brought up under the tutelage of occi- 
dental doctors and have nn uncomfort- 
able knowledge of germs, your nfind 
dwells uncomfortably as you eat, on the 
condition of your fellow-guests. If by 
chance your vis-a-vis reninrks in pass- 
ing that he hns a bad cold, your hun- 
ger may be appeased quite suddenly. 

Little by little, however, this is be- 
ing changed. Today In the homes of 
many upper class Chinese, who have 
been educated in Europe or America 
or have come into contact with foreign 
Influences, the system of Individual 
dislies and individual service is com- 
iug more nnd more into use. 


POWER OF JOY RULES WORLD 


AMERICANS’ ONE GREAT IDEA ; THREE AND SEVEN ARE LUCKY 


Happiness Has Principal Charm — The 
People Are the Most Idealistic 
and Imaginative. 

“The Americans are the most ideal- 
istic and imaginative people in the 
world, and tlie most prosaic, because 
like Wordsworth, tlfe most prosaic of 
poets, they believe in happiness, nnd 
happiness to them as to Wordsworth 
means 'mens sana iu corpore sano;’ 
every one efficient in the tasks of mod- 
ern life, the least heroic of doctrines. 

“I met a young American poet, hand- 
some, and besides elated by winning 
some prize or other for a poem. He 
said to me in his arrogant way that 
poetry is a by-product of life. Why, I 
said, 'it is life itself.’ ‘I don’t agree 
with you,’ was all he condescended to 
reply. This young man expressed the 
American idea., 

“I think the English dislike of Uie- 
ories, etc., through their long history 
is because of their poetical minds and 
their preoccupution with personality 
and its freedom. 

“The taste for scOnery lias this ad- 
vantage over tlie taste for human na- 
ture; the heart is not bruised. Yet 
since scenery is never ubsurd as are 
poor mortals, neither Is there laughter 
nor genial pity. We love scenery 
principally because the feelings it cre- 
ates are tranquil and easily controlled 
so that we can enjoy our full measure 
of self-content ; dealing with human 
nature, the poet cannot be the supe- 
rior person nor can he be proud.” — 
From tlie Letters of John Butler 
Yeats. 


About Cork. 

A good, sound cork is something 
worth taking care of nnd using frop- 
erly. Never "waggle” a cork out of 
a bottle. That is the best way to 
breuk or at least spring a crack in 
the cork. Remove the cork with a 
turning or twisting movement, always 
in one direction only, i. e., not n twist 
one way and then in the opposite way. 
Replace the cork with the same twist 
as when removing It. Never lay a cork 
down on a dirty, splushed table. If it 
must be laid down, stand It on Its 
crown or top. For bottles containing 
liquids in use, e. g., developers, etc., 
attach the cork to the bottle thus: 
Fuss a crochet needle through the top 
of the cork, und with Its aid draw the 
end of a piece of fine twine right 
through the cork, und tie tills end of 
the string round the neck of the bottle, 
so adjusting matters that the cork just 
fulls to reach tlie table (I. e„ bottom 
of the bottle) when the cork and 
string ure free. This suves the cork 
getting lost in tlie durkrootn. 


Makes Eggs Tell Their Age. 

A novel and rapid wuy whereby to 
determine the age of an egg lias been 
developed by M. Grossfeld, a French 
iuvestigutor. lie has supplemented 
the usual method by one dependent on 
specific gravity, notes tin? Boston 
Transcript. The existing wuy where- 
by to determine tlie uge of eggs is by 
candling them and tukiug note of the 
"mirage which forms about tiie yolk.” 
Mr. Grossfeld has determined that spe- 
cific gruvlty of noruiul eggs in tlie 
way attributed to Archimedes, und 
there has been figured out tlie loss in 
gravity, for each week of keeping. For 
quick Inspection of qualities of eggs, 
lie lias devised a form of hydrometer. 
Tlie egg takes tlie pluce of tlie weight- 
ed bulb and the scale indicates tlie 
specific gravity und ut the same time 
the age of the egg. A little cage hus 
been arranged to hold the egg und is 
capable of quick handling. Big eggs 
und little eggs ure subject to errors iu 
the readings, but with eggs in the vi- 
cinity of 55 grammes the Indication is 
lustautuueous. 


Mystic Numbers, According to Popular 
Superstition, Bring Forth Good 
and Bad Luck 

There is said to he luck in odd num- 
bers, nnd there ure prudent furmers’ 
wives who are careful to put an odd 
number of eggs under a hen for hutch- 
ing. Of course the fatal thirteen is 
nn exception to the rule. 

Three Is considered especially 
lucky, but there are superstitions of 
bud luck connected with it. For in- 
stance: Break one dish and you will 
break three. Three times a brides- 
maid, never u bride. There is a belief 
in certain sections that when a fire 
occurs there will be two others, mak- 
ing three inside of 24 hours. It is 
said if a dream occurs three times in 
succession It will come true. An ex- 
ception to the rule ihat; even numbers 
are not lucky is the common belief 
that the finding of a foiir-lenved clov- 
er will bring good fortune. 

Seven is one of the luckiest of num- 
bers. The seventh son is considered 
a natural healer, while the seventh 
son of a seventh son has almost un- 
limited power to work wonders. 

Keep a thing seven years and you will 
have a use for it. If you are the sev- 
enth person having your fare rung up 
after u street car has started on its 
trip you will have -good luck all day. 
It will bring good luck to walk over 
seven rails on the railroad track with- 
out stepping off. 

You will have good luck for the year 
the figures of which added up make 
your uge. Thus 1917 added up makes 
eighteen. 


Origin of the Greek Church. 

Apart from theological discussions, 
such us those rising from the addition 
of the words, "and the son," iu the 
creed, the separation of the Latin and 
Greek churches may he truced to tlie 
founding of Constantinople und tlie 
political division of the Roman em- 
pire, according to a Bible student. 
Ignatius, patriarch of Constantinople, 
hud been deposed, and was succeeded 
by Photius, who summoned a council 
of tlie East in 8G7, and passed sen- 
tence of excommunication on the bish- 
op of Rome. Tlie churches became re- 
united towards tlie end of the ninth 
century, und remained so until the 
middle of the eleventh century, when 
in 1054 Michael Cerularius, patriarch 
of the East, renewed tlie condemna- 
tion of tlie Latin church, and was in 
turn excommunicated by Pope Leo 
IX. Efforts towurd reunion were 
made from time to time, und at Fer- 
rura (1429) the Greek prelates signed 
u decree of union, but were forced 
by tin* people and clergy to repudiate 
it. Since then the two communions 
have remained sepnrute. 


Boa Constrictor May Be Trained. 

There ure several varieties of boa 
constrictors, the best known being the 
Glbolu or land boa constrictor. 

This Is the sinuller, and least vicious 
of the tribe. It is harmless and will 
not attuck unless attacked, writes a 
correspondent. In fuct, if caught 
young it may be tamed, und the na- 
tives of tlie Amuzon vulley frequently 
keep them urouud their houses insteud 
of house cuts, as they keep the place 
clear of rats, mice uud other vermin, 
und even of lurger muruuding unlmals. 
You cun buy these snukes in tlie mar- 
kets of l'uru, Manaus and other North 
Bruziliun ports, where they ure offered 
for sale iu boxes, like chickens or rub- 
bits und tlie owner will haul them out 
und demonstrate them to you. 

The water boa constrictor is the 
lurgest known spuke in existence, 
growing to the length of thirty to forty 
feet und the thickness of a muu’s upper 
leg. 


Pain, Declares Woman Lecturer, 
Should Never Be Resorted to In 
Correcting Unruly Children. 

A woman Is lecturing In the East 
on "The Influence of Joy.” It Is also 
nn attack on the Influence of pain, 
which parents so much resort to In 
the management of children. She de- 
clares. according to the Ohio State 
Journal, thnt pain should never be re- 
sorted to to make children good, nnd, 
hence, she advises that nil spankings 
mid whippings should he eliminated. 

There Is nothing In pnln to recon- 
struct a child. Joy Is the only medium 
Hint should he used. Make a child 
happy. Instead of sad. is the gospel 
of child training. The power thnt 
lived, moved nnd ruled the world, she 
said, was the power of joy; and this 
was the influence the parent should 
use In training the child. This Is not 
the way of parents. The rule Is to 
whip the child to ninke him good. It 
cannot result thnt way. A kind word 
nnd a gentle association are far more 
powerful than a rod or any other 
method for producing sorrow or pnln. 

The other day we heard n mother 
shout to a little boy: “I’ll skin you 
alive!” Thnt Is enough to ninke a 
worse boy out of n had one. 

The “mild power wins” is nn old 
adage nnd every pnrent should take 
it to henrt. 


CAUSE OF TIRED FEELING 


Complaint, Common With Many Peo- 
ple Every Morning, Due to Press- 
ure of Too Much Purln. 

The familiar condition in which one 
wakes up In the morning, after a good 
night’s* rest, with a dry mouth, spirits 
depressed, feeling tired, aching nil 
over, was explained liy Dr. Nathan 
Rosewater of Cleveland in the course 
of a discussion at a recent meeting 
of the American Medical association. 

He said such a person will go ahead 
nnd do a hard day’s work and feel 
better ns the hours pass, until In the 
evening all signs of trouble have gone. 
Such a person often lind severe pains 
In the abdomen, the muscles of which 
were extremely sensitive; but the 
more they were pressed the less sensi- 
tive they became. 

This condition Is not, ns often be- 
lieved, due to intestinal toxnemia, or 
poisoning of the blood by the products 
of imperfectly digested food, but to 
the pressure of too much purln in the 
system. 

When the foods thnt are rich in 
purlns are given up the sufferers rap- 
idly improve. They were never renlly 
fatigued, their symptoms being merely 
u simulation of fntlgue. 


Auguste Rodin. 

A keener interest in more nnd more 
aspects of humanity, a readiness to 
find more nnd more kinds of men and 
women worthy of plnstic representa-. 
tion, a preference for expressiveness 
to traditional beauty, a love of life 
because it is life — by these tokens we 
may know Rodin for a modern of the 
moderns In his day, who made the 
spirit of his time incarnate in marble 
and bronze. Like every artist who be- 
gins by outraging our love of the 
fumiliar, he ended by forcing some of 
us to revise our definition of beauty, 
says the New Republic: Even those 
who most passionately deny that his 
beauty is beauty cun never see quite 
as tiiey would have seen if Rodin bad 
not lived. He makes them less ut euse 
in presence of the conventionally 
noble, even when excellent in its kind ; 
reveals a humanity which cannot reucli 
us through the conventionally noble 
without an effort. Those wrappings of 
nobleness hid something from us. Was 
it truth? 


It Can’t Be Done. 

Few know better than Vincent Ta- 
bor the utter absurdity of trying to 
please the women of toduy. From evi- 
dence presented in the Court of Do- 
mestic Relations, writes a New York 
correspondent, it appears thut he has 
ut no time tried it, but the demands 
niude by his wife have convinced him 
that there would be no hope any wuy. 
Tlie mutter in consideration wus a 
means to keep Mr. Tabor at work, a 
means to force him to provide $8 a 
week for Ills wife’s support und a 
means to terminate his desperute 
struggle to drink u hurried world dry. 
"Aw, judge, nothin’ can be done,” ad- 
mitted the somewhat tearful defeud- 
ant, "as long as yuh can’t make money 
enough to satisfy all tlie highfalutin’ 
ideas of tlie women. Two months ugo 
we wuz all right ugaiu an’ everything 
goin’ good, when Minnie made me 
move to u house what had a bathtub 
in it. We uiu’t liud a day of happiness 
since.”

When trying to induce sleep it is 
well, observes an uuthority, to put 
uwuy ull serious thoughts and try to 
get the mind into a pleusunt, elevated 
state. Some people muke u habit of 
reading before retiring, but too often 
oue reads on until eyejj and head ache. 
As u result the following morning the 
eyes ure bloodshot und bulging from 
tiie overstruin und the individual bus 
lost the neeessury amount of rest be- 
cause of this enforced strain. It is 
most important thut the veutllutlon of 
the sleeping apurtmeut be uttended to; 
thut there is clear, fresh ulr circulat- 
ing. Windows should be raised from 
tlie bottom und lowered from the top 
also, so thut the uir muy circulate free- 
ly. The question of whether It Is 
healthy to sleep witli a pillow or with- 
out one hus been debuted many times, 
but a happy medium is recommended 
us tlie most comfortable oue.

Newton Women Entertain the Foreign Born 
at State Armory 

Never In Its history 1ms the Armory 
nt. West Newton held such an nudtence 
as met there on Wednesday afternoon 
in responso to the Invitation of the 
Newton Federation. By automobile, by 
train, by regular nnd by special cars, 
on foot and every conceivnbie wny they 
came, only so they got there. Women 
of many nationalities nnd many wnlks 
In life and children from bnhes in arms 
to those of five years. And such a 
good time as they had. The older chil- 
dren went to the basement where the 
kindergarteners of the city and a 
nurse sent by the West Newton Day 
Nursery took them In charge, enter- 
taining them with games and other 
kindergarten material or bringing 
them to the Armory as tho number on 
the program would interest them. Up- 
stairs the mothers and their little 
ones enjoyed the program arranged for 
them, not a little of the delight coming 
from tho cooing of the babies which 
made a pleasing accompnnlment to the 
speeches. 

Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, president of 
the Federation, welcomed the guests 
as only Mrs. Palmer can and Mr. 
Francesco Argcnto conveyed It to the 
guests in both French and Italian, that 
it w’as appreciated there was no 
doubt, when came the w’arm response 
as it was understood by the Italian 
women particularly. 

Then followed the greeting from His 
Honor Mayor Childs also interpreted, 
a simple direct expression of the unity 
of nil mankind and a call to loyalty on 
the part of all, whether they are native 
or foreign horn. 

Sergei Adamsky, the Russian tenor, 
thrilled all with his singing of "The 
Star-Spangled Banner,” "Italian Na- 
tional Hymn,” and the "Marsellalse."

There was much In- 
tricate marching and waving of flags 
led by May Conant as Columbia, with 
four patriotic songs interspersed. 

Italian. Russian and English songs 
by Mr. Adamsky further pleased the 
audience and then William F. Garce- 
lon, chairman of the Newton Public 
Safety committee, addressed them, 
thanking the women for all they have 
done for the boys, for sending their 
sons to the service, with a special 
word of thanks for the women of 
foreign birth, for giving their sons 
also. 

Motion pictures closed the formal 
program, there being tw’o reels of pa- 
triotic films and a third of "Goldilocks 
and the Three Bears," especially for 
the children. Mrs. Herman Noyes of 
Auburndale furnished a musical ac- 
companiment while the pictures were 
on the screen. 

To the children it would not have 
been a party, even in war time, had 
there been no ice cream, and it too, 
w’ns there in abundance, so all were 
satisfied. About. 900 were there, some 
360 mothers and 150 children as guests, 
probably representing nine or more 
nationalities, while the rest of the 
number included presidents of many 
neighboring clubs together with Fed- 
eration members. Much time and 
thought has been put into the planning 
of the affair and it could not have 
gone off as it did, had it been other- 
wise.

My dear Aunt: 

I am as fine as silk, although right 
this minute I am rather cool as the 
cold has gotten inside and It Is hard 
to keep comfortable. We have very 
stubborn weather at the post, first a 
run of warm days, then icy cold ones, 
and the winds appear as suddenly as 
though thev came from the ground. 

Here is how we earn our $1.10 a 
day for being a private, first class, I 
get the extra ten cents, hut after pay- 
ing for a couple of Liberty bonds, and 
the premium on $10,000 insurance we 
have hardly enough left to buy post- 
age stamps. Well, to begin the day 
with, of course, the first and easiest, 
the hardest thing we do is- trying to 
get up on a cold windy morning at 
6 A. M. in response to that "blasted” 
bugle. Then we wash, make our bed, 
comb our hair (those who are not 
bald) then grab up our folding (tin) 
messkit und collapsible cup and hike 
down to the mess hall for our oatmeal, 
bacon (every other morning sausage) 
coffee and bread. Talk a few minutes, 
and smoke, then we line up for wash- 
ing the messkitB, a tub of warm water 
and a pail of rinsing water, has to 
stand the abuse of 300 odd messkits.

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 

Mr. William Beauman Rogerson, for 
many years a resident of Willard 
street in this city, and who went to 
Winchester to live about a year ago, 
was asphyxiated in his garage last 
Saturday morning. At about 10 o’clock 
he went to his garage and an hour 
later was found there sitting in the 
car. One wheel was jacked up and 
the engine running. The gasoline 
fumes had suffocated him. 

Mr. Rogerson was for many years 
the superintendent of the Forbes Lith- 
ograph Company at Revere and was 
born in Rogersonville, a part of Ux- 
bridge, 72 years ago. His grand- 
father, a native of England, came to 
this country in 1721, building two cot- 
ton mills, the Crown and the Eagle, 
which are running in Rogersonville 
today under their original names. 
During his later years the grandfather 
was president of the Handel and 
Haydn Society. 

Mr. Rogerson was the son of Robert 
and Mary (Ball) Rogerson, who 
moved In his third year to Boston, 
where he was educated. In his 16th 
year he enlisted in the 63d Massachu- 
setts and returning from the Civil War 
completed his education at South 
Woodstock, Vt., Academy. 

He worked first with George C. 
Whitney Company of Worcester, and 
,in three years entered the employ of 
the Forbes Lithograph Company as a 
clerk under the founder, the late W. S. 
Forbes. He rose to be superinten- 
dent and director. 

Mr. Rogerson married Miss Anna 
Willard of Worcester In 1866, the 
couple observing their golden wedding 
two years ago. Besides his wife he Is 
survived by two daughters, Mrs. Tho- 
mas E. Poole of Revere and Mrs. Sam- 
uel Wright Simpson, who lived with 
her parents. There is one grand- 
daughter, Miss Eva M. Rogerson of 
Boston and a brother, Charles D. 
Rogerson of Milton, president of the 
Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Com- 
pany, and a sister, Mrs. Frederick M. 
Haynes of Hyde Park. 

The funeral services were held 
Monday afternoon in charge of Rev. 
Joel Metcalf, pastor of the Unitarian 
Church. The house was thronged by 
friends of Mr. Rogerson. A male 
quartet sang "God Bo with You ’Til We 
Meet Again,” "Can This Be Dying?” 
and “Eternal Goodness,” and the in- 
terment was at Mt. Hope.

U. S. Government in New Primer Gives 

Details of War Savings Stamps Plan

You have heard much about the Thrift and War Savings plan of the 
United States Government. But do you know what it is and how it operates? 

* It is a plan by which every man, woman and child in the nation can help 
Uncle Sam win the war. 

There are millions of citizens who could not afford to buy Liberty 
Bonds. 

The War-Savings Stamp plan Is devised especially for this class. 

But if you did buy Liberty Bonds, you can also help win the war by buy- 
ing W. S. S. — War-Savings Stamps. 

The Thrift and War-Savings campaign is open to all. Uncle Sam has 
appealed to all citizens, rich and poor alike, to Join in this great thrift move- 
ment. It has two purposes: 

First, It will provide two billion dollars in one year to help finance our 
fight for world democracy. 

Second, it will teach thrift to all. It will transform us from a nation of 
spenders to a nation of savers, but more than all, it will mean that at the 
end of the war the men and women who now help Uncle Sam will have 
money to spend for the necessaries of life in the event of business depres- 
sion, which many predict. IT IS AN INSURANCE AGAINST HARD TIMES 
AFTER THE WAR. 

The United States Treasury has prepared what it calls the "War-Sav- 
ings Primer.” This little booklet explains the plan, in detail as follows: 


Q. — What is tlie War-Savings Plan? 

A. — It is n plan by which you car. 
lend snail savings to your Govern- 
ment at 4 per cent, interest, com- 
pounded quarterly. 

Q. — How may this be done? 

A. — By purchasing War-Savings 
Stamps and Thrift Stamps. 

Q. — What does it cost? 

A. — Between $4.13 and $4.23 dur- 
ing 1018, depending upon the month 
In which purchased. 

Q.— What is a Thrift Stamp? 

A. — It is a stamp costing 25 cents 
to he applied in payment for a War 
Savings Stamp. It does not earn in- 
terest. The purpose of its issue is to 
enable people to accumulate In small 
sums the amount necessary to pay 
for a War- Savings Stamp. 

Q. — r want to begin to save on the 
War-Savings Plan. What is the first 
thing to do? 

A. — Take $4.13 to the post office or 
a hank or any other agent, buy a 
War-Savings Stamp, and ask for a 
War-Savings Certificate. 

Q. — What is a War-Savings Certi- 
ficate 

A. — It is a poeket-slzed folder con- 
taining twenty spaces upon which to 
affix War-Savings Stamps. 

Q. — What do I do after that? 

A. — Affix tlie War-Savings Stamp 
on your certificate in space No. 1 and 
take good care of it. 

Q. — What do I do next? 

A. — You now hnvo become a war 
saver. Continue to buy War-Savings 
Stamps every week or month and put 
them on your certificate until you 
have filled all of the twenty spaces. 
When ibis Is done you can buy an- 
other War-Savings Stnmp, and you 
will receive free of cost another cer- 
tificate to which you can attach new 
•damps as you buy them. 

Q. — When I have filled the twenty 
spaces on my certificate, what do i 
do with It? 

A. — Keep the certificate until Janu- 
ary 1, 1023, and the Government will 
pay you $100 for it. 

Q. — Does the price of a War-Sav- 
ings Stamp always remain the same? 

A. — No. The price for each month 
appears on the face of each stamp. 
Never pay either more or less than 
the amount shown for the month in 
which you make the purchase. Tlie 
price is $4.13 in February, 11)18, and 
Increases one cent each month until 
in December, 1018, when tlu* price is 
$4.23. 

Q. — Supposi I begin by filling a 
Thrift Card with 25c Thrift Stamps? 

A. — Take it to a post office, bank, 
or oilier authorized agency , surren- 
der tlie card and pay In cash the few 
cents difference between the $4 worth 
of Thrift Stamps and the price of a 
War-Savings Stamp. Then get a new 
Thrift t’ard and begin to fill that. 

Q. — What security is behind the 
War-Savings Stamp? 

A. — The United States Government 
promises to pay $5 for eaeh stamp on 
January 1. 1023 This promise Ik 
hacked by the faith and honor of tlie 
United Slates and by the taxing pow- 
er of tills country, which is the rich- 
est nation In the world. 

Q. -Should I take money out of the 
savings hank to buy War-Savings 
Stamps? 

A. No. You should save what you 
can. every day and buy these stomps. 

Q. -Should I register u War-Sav- 
ings Certificate? 


A. — Yes, If you wish to secure pay- 
ment In case the certificate Is lost. 

Q. — Where can I register It? 

A. — At any post office of the first, 
second or third class, subject to such 
regulations as the Postmaster Gen- 
eral may prescribe. 

Q. — Can I register a War-Savings 
Certificate for any one else? 

A.— No. 

Q — Should a married woman use 
her own or her husband’s name when 
registering 

A. — Her own — Mrs. Mary Brown, 
not Mrs. John Brown. 

Q. — If I have five War- Savings 
Stamps on my War-Savings Certifi- 
cate and have it registered and I put 
one more stamp on, must I have it 
registered again to have protection 
on my sixth stamp? 

A. — Yes. Each stamp must he reg- 
istered. 

Q. — If I lose some detached Thrift 
Stamps, can 1 get my money back? 

A. — No. These stamps are of value 
to the bearer, just as postage stamps 
are. 

Q. — If I lose my thrift card, what 
can I do? 

A. — Be sure to put your name and 
address on the Thrift Card, so that If 
the finder drops it in any post pffice 
box without postage it may be re- 
turned to you. 

— Is an unattached War-Savings 
Stamp of value to any one who finds 
it? 

A. — Yes. For this reason you should 
attach it to your War-Savings Certifi- 
cate at tlio time of purchase. You 
should write across the face of the 
stamp your name and the number of 
your certificate. 

Q. — If a registered War- Savings 
Certificate is lost or destroyed, what 
should I do? 

A. — If it is not returned to you 
within a reasonable time, report it to 
your postmaster where you had the 
certificate registered. 

Q. — How do I get my money back 
if my registered War -Savings Cer- 
tificate is lost? 

A. — By applying at the post office 
where you registered it. 

Q. — If it is necessary before Janu- 
ary 1, 1923, to have money for my 
War-Savings Certificate, how can I 
get it? 

A. — If it is not registered, take it 
to any money order post office and it 
will be redeemed, after ten days’ 
written demand, as prescribed by the 
rules of the Post Office Department. 
If registered, take it to the post of- 
fice where registered. The amount is 
indicated on the table which is print- 
ed on the back of each War-Savings 
Certificate. 

Q. — If I have registered a War-Sav- 
ings Certificate in one city and I move 
to another, do I have to go hack to 
the city where registered to get my 
money? 

A. — No. You may by applying to 
the postmaster where your certificate 
was registered, have your registra- 
tion card transferred to any post of- 
fice you may designate. 

Q. Can I write my name on a 
stamp to identify It? 

A.— Yes. 

Information can be obtained re. 
garding War-Savings Certificates and 
Thrift Stamps at post offices, bauks 
or other agencies or by addresaiug 
the National War-Savings Commit- 
tee, 84 State St., Boston, Mass.

KITCHEN POLICE 


Acting First Sergeant J. H. Good- 
man of IxiweU avenue. Newtonville, 
hns evolved a great scheme to get 
the men in his company to report 
promptly, according to the following 
clipping from the Hartford. (Conn.) 
Times: — 

"Ixiok out for kitchen police!” 

Such a warning is invariably fol- 
lowed by a stamping and a rush as 100 
or more draftees of the Sixth company, 
Depot Brigade, go through the many 
frantically hasty motions that are in- 
cident to their arriving nt the company 
drill ground, just outside the barracks, 
for a formation. No longer is there 
time for concluding conversations or 
checker games after the whistle sum- 
mons has been heard. 

Time, was, also, when a selective 
could stroll to drill more leisurely 
than now. But men of the National 
Army are gradually learning that dis- 
cipline is of transcendent importance, 
and one’s personal habits and desires 
must be modified accordingly. The 
Hartford draftees used to report at a 
Sixth company formation with fair 
promptness, but there was not the 
snap to their movement that could 
have been desired. 

J. H. Goodman, acting first sergeant 
of the company, hit upon the remedy. 
"Kitchen police for the late ones,” he 
promised. "Wow,” cried the Hart- 
ford brigadiers, "he means business." 
So now, when Sergeant Goodman 
blow’s his whistle and orders the com- 
pany out there is an exodus from the 
cots upstairs, from the recreation 
room and from the mess hall that 
beats the charges on stores that have 
just received sugar consignments. It 
once required from five to eight min- 
utes to assemble the company. Now, 
according to Sergeant Goodman, a 
minute and a half is enough. 

"Kitchen police” is one of those all 
inclusive jobs. The man assigned does 
everything that the cook and his help- 
ers do not want to. Paring potatoes, 
shoveling coal, scrubbing floors and 
tables, and ladling out beef stew and 
prune dessert are among the duties 
assigned a man on “kitchen police." 
A list of those who are to be sent into 
the kitchen to assist the cook in mess 
preparation for the following week is 
made out each Friday by the first ser- 
geant. 

In the Sixth company, Sergeant 
Goodman has ruled, that list will have 
on it the names of those late for drills. 
The much to be desired speed was 
forthcoming. “I can’t catch any of 
them now,” Goodman complained this 
morning.” 

Sergeant Goodman was a former 
sergeant of Co. C, 5th Regiment and 
went to Camp Devens last October as 
a private, and has worked his way to 
his present position.

WHERE WILD FOWL BREED 


Yukon River and the Lakes of That 
Hyperborean ReQlon Favored 
Spot of Many Birds. 

Until the Requisition of Alnskn by 
the United Stntos It wns n wonder 
where certain wild fowl went when 
they migrated from temperate ellmes 
on the nppronch of summer ns well ns 
snowbirds and other small species of 
the feathered tribe. It wns nfter- 
wnrd found, observes a writer In the 
Knnsns City Journal, tlmt Hielr hab- 
itat In Rummer was the waters 4>f 
Alaska — the Yukon river and the lakes 
of that hyperborean region. 

People wonder where the wild fowl 
come from. They see the sandhill 
crane, the wild goose heron nnd other 
rSwl eVery spring ami fall pursue 
their unwearied way, but like the wind, 
they do not know whence they come 
or whither they go. 

Up on Golovi.no hay, on the north 
side of Norton sound, is the breeding 
plnce of these fowls. All the birds 
in ereatlon, seemingly, go to that coun- 
try to breed. Geese, ducks, swans 
nnd thousands upon thousands of sand- 
hill cranes are swarming there oil the 
time. They lay their eggs in the blue- 
stein grass in the lowlands. 

Myriads of robins nnd swnllowsnre 
there, ns well as millions of magnifi- 
cent grouse, wearing rod combs and 
feather moccnsins. This grouse turns 
ns white ns snow In winter. 

You enn kill dozens of tenl ducks 
or grouse ns fnt ns butter hnlls In n 
few moments. The wild fowl nnd 
hears live on salmon berries and 
huckleberries, with which the hills are 
literally covered. 


NIGHT SHADOWS IN RUSSIA 


Penetrating Light Makes Sleep Impos- 
sible Unless the Traveler Carries 
a Blue Curtain. 

The particular journey herein re- 
corded fell on a white night in June — 
one of those eerie white nights ngainst 
which the Russian or Siberian trav- 
eler carries a canny blue curtain, 
Olive Gilbreath writes in the Yale Re- 
view. 

Without these blue guards sleep Is 
out of the question and the senses, pur- 
sued by the penetrating light, nre 
as ragged ns the beggars staring 
out of the stations. Verst after verst, 
hour after hour, the plnin unwinds end- 
lessly, monotonously, like wool from 
n skein. A pale Incandescence hangs 
over the earth, fringing objects ghost- 
lly. Trees blur in the half-light nnd 
grow phenomenally large; izbas and 
windmills scrape the sky. A tremor 
of primitive terror runs through one’s 
limbs. One calls to the hills for de- 
liverance — but there is not even n rise 
in the ground ! With midnight springs 
up a delusive promise of respite from 
the light; n shadow creeps reassur- 
ingly oVer the earth, hut It- Is dusk 
and not darkness. There Is no re- 
prieve. 'At 11 the sun dips below the 
horizon i at 2:30 it balances again like 
a replenished bag, spilling its orange 
nnd amethyst flood over the earth. The 
restless cycle has begun ngain, nnd 
still the plnin unwinds endlessly, mo- 
notonously — brightly now. At seven 
one reaches Niznlnovgorod. If it is 
June, the sun hns been up five hours. 


Fat Beauties. 

Throughout the empire of Morocco 
nnd in Tunis there nre villages where 
the elder members of the adult popu- 
lation follow professionally the pursuit 
of fattening young ladles for the mat- 
rimonial market of Barbary. 

The Moors, like the Turks and most 
other Orientals, give a decided prefer- 
ence to “moon-faced” wives over lean 
ones, nnd are more solicitous as to the 
number of pounds which their brides 
weigh than about the stock of accom- 
plishments they possess. 

A girl is put under the process of 
fattening when she is about twelve 
years of nge. Her hands nre tied be- 
hind her nnd she is seated on a carpet 
during so many hours every day, while 
her “papa" stands over her with a 
stick, and her mother, at times, pops 
into her mouth a ball of stiff maize 
porridge, kneaded up with grease and 
just large enough to he swallowed 
without the patient choking. 

If the unfortunate girl declines to be 
stuffed she is compelled by torture, 
and gulps down the boluses, lest she 
should he beaten.

He strolled leisurely 
out on the platform armed with a set 
of knitting needles and a knitting bag 
and began to work diligently on a half- 
finished sweater, at the same time car- 
rying on an amusing soliloquy about 
knitting in general and his knitting in 
particular, much to the edification of 
the ladies present. He made some 
rather personal remarks and com- 
ments on the members of the Knitting 
Clubs of Newton Highlands, and he 
said he hadn’t decided whether to knit 
for the Women Associates, or the New- 
ton South Allies Relief, but the As- 
sociates hoped he would knit for the 
latter. He ended his funny stunt by 
singing a song (presumably original) 
“Listen to the Knocking at the Knitting 
Club,” which made a great hit but was 
rather hard on the ladles. 

The audience then sang one verse of 
"Auld Lang Syne, and the chairman 
then introduced the speaker, Hon. Ed- 
win O. Childs, Mayor of Newton, who

The February meeting of the New- 
ton Christian Forum was held Sunday 
afternoon in Eliot Chapel, with Rev. 
Charles Stelzfe speaking on the sub- 
ject, “The Church and the Man Out- 
side.” 

Mr. Stelzle referred to three classes 
of men outside the church the men on 
the bread line, the idealist or the agi- 
tator, and the average American work- 
ingman. He gave a vivid picture of 
the New York bread line, with its one 
or two thousand men, waiting at mid- 
night for a half loaf of bread. Many 
of them in scanty and ragged clothing 
and ravenous for the food which was 
given them. These men, he said cared 
nothing for the church, for the church 
cared nothing for them. The idealist and 
agitator, he said hated the church and 
would have nothing to do with it. The 
independent American artisan, he de- 
clared was the backbone of the Repub- 
lic. He was far more intellectual than 
most of us believed and in Brussels 
and in the East side of New York he 
had found him alive to all economic 
subjects. He looks stolid, but he 
thinks deeply, even if he doesn’t ex- 
press himself. He told of the results 
of a series of 200 questions asked 
many thousands of workmen, as to 
how they spent their spare time, and 
out of 16 ways, the church stood at the 
very bottom of the list. It was also 
found that it was the high waged, 
short hour day man who was least at- 
tracted by the church. The average 
workman is religious. Swearing, he 
believed was largely due to his limited 
vocabulary and remarked that many of 
us used words which were cuss words 
to all intents and purposes. In the 
matter of lawlessness, Mr. Stelzle told 
of an incident when he had taken part 
in a machinist strike and returned to 
work only to find another man at his 
machine. He said he felt like knock- 
ing his block off altho at the time, Mr. 
Stelzle was an elder in the church. He 
said that while the average workman 
thought but little of the church, he did 
have a profound respect for Christ. 
To win these men to the church, he be- 
lieved that we. ourselves, must believe 
in the church. Most churches are run 
by routine and forget the great big 
thing for which the church stands. 
The church, he said, is the greatest in- 
stitution in the world and is doing

OFFICIAL INSPECTION 

Newton Company of the State Guard 
Makes a Creditable Appearance 

The formal, official inspection of 
Company A, 11th Regiment of the 
State Guard was held Tuesday night

The Technical High School is do- 
ing its bit in the activities of the 
Junior Red Cross. Under its roof 
are carried on the sewing, the knit- 
ting. and the cleaning of the sphagnum 
moss. Both teachers and pupils 
have volunteered their services on 
either Tuesday or Thursday for the 
above mentioned branches of the 
work or for the surgical dressings, 
which is carried on in the library of 
the Classical High School. 

The sewing is in charge of Miss 
Wetherbee who is assisted by Miss 
Lund. Miss Bennett, and Miss Pres- 
ton. Miss Wiley and Miss Bigelow 
are interested in the knitting and 
Miss Eaton and Miss Doonan in the 
surgical dressings. Mr. Kidger has 
managed most successfully the wash- 
ing of the sphagnum moss with the 
assistance of Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Bresee. 

All the clerical work of the organ- 
ization is in charge of Miss Church, 
the secretary of the executive com- 
mittee. Mr. Palmer is chairman of 
the finance committee which is see- 
ing to it that funds are available for 
the purchase of necessary materials. 

During the last few weeks over six 
hundred scrap-books have been made 
to send to the hospitals in France. 
The Fine Arts Department, under the 
management of Miss McGregory, made 
the beautiful covers, and the pupils 
in their English classes finished the 
work. 

The past week has been the occa- 
sion of the Junior Drive all over the 
country, but the Newton High schools 
have been at work making articles of 
every sort for three months. 

Not the least of the war activities at 
the Technical high school has been the 
work done by teachers and pupils at 
the office of the Newton Exemption 
Board. Since December 15th, a group 
of teachers or pupils has reported daily 
at the Exemption Board rooms in West 
Newton to assist in the clerical work 
incident to listing, classifying and fil- 
ing the returns from Newton’s thirty- 
four thousand registrants of military 
age. Mr. Cardwell, of the Commercial 
Department, has charge of the work of 
card cataloging the entire list for the 
files of the Provost Marshall General’s 
Department at Washington. He is 
I being assisted by Mr. Dow, of the Sci- 
ence Department, and by details of 
j teachers from the Technical high 
i school and from other schools of the 
city. Inasmuch as a separate card re- 
I Muiring twenty-five or more entries 
I '"ii t be made out for each registrant, 

, this work will last several weeks 
longer. The work for the Exemption 
] Board and War Department, as well 
las the Red Cross activities, is done 
after the close of the daily school ses- 
sion and represents many hours of 
work on the part of both teachers and 
pupils in addition to the regular duties 
and lessons of the class-room which 
are being carried on as usual. 

“Heatless” Monday, Feb. 11, afforded 
l opportunity for a reunion of the grad- 
uates of recent years, more than a 
hundred of whom responded to an in- 
vitation to return for a social after- 
noon and dance in the Library.

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"RESIST NOT EVIL" 

Text of a Recent Sermon at Channlnn Church 
by Rev. Harry Lutz 


“Resist not (him that is) evil.” — 
Mntt. 5: 89. 

This statement of Jesus has been 
the focal point of an age-long discus- 
sion, which has reached a crisis in 
our time with the war situation. As 
never before, it has come in question 
before the general mind and con- 
science. The result has been a baf- 
fling dilemma and a puzzled will; 
which was saved in action only by a 
popular resolution that came without 
reasoning from the real issue to log- 
ical conclusion. Consequently there 
are fundamental changes taking place 
in the public mind that are difficult 
to define. Since they are being made 
by the exigencies of events rather than 
by sound reasoning, and since there 
is no knowing what further events 
are yet to affect these changes, there 
is no predicting Just what the popular 
conception is going to be. 

That may sound strnnge to any who 
hnve not been thinking precisely on 
the event. It may even be denied by 
the majority mind. For it is appar- 
ently unconscious of the fundamen- 
tal issue. It has been so swept by 
the emotional wave of patriotism, and 
thus far too occupied with the imme- 
diate actions to think out the issue of 
changing fundamental opinion. 

Little could be done to shape this 
change, even by them who saw it go- 
ing on. For the thinkers have not 
been much heedndl. But the main 
emotional w’ave has now passed over, 
or rather it has broken up into what 
might be called a “choppy sea” of 
mental complexes by diverse experi- 
ences; which is beginning to show 
some signs of a coming situation 
where the once-scorned thinkers, 

“Who only seem to stand and wait,” 
may yet be found to also serve. 

It is none too soon for those who 
are willing to candidly and fairly face 
that situation now. to consider the 
issue of thought involved in the un- 
dying persistence of Jesus’ precept: 
"Resist not evil.” And to ask. What 
about this? 

The Christian world has been put 
in serious dilemma by this situation; 
which, according to its view, is this: 
The Bible is the divinely inspired 
word of authority. Christ is its God- 
sent master-spokesman. Then his is 
the divinely final word of law. And 
he says: "Resist not evil.” But. it is 
invaded by a great international 
wrong; which it feels honor bound 
to resist. 

One horn of this dilemma, or the 
other, Christianity was obliged to 
take: either follow the God-given 
word of the Christ, and make no re- 
sistance; or make resistance, and 
abandon the Christ of Divine author- 
ity. Some held to the first, and took 
the attitude of non-resistance. But. 
the psychological w’ave of offended 
justice and patriotic emotionalism 
pronounced them anathema, and 
promptly swept them out of any con- 
sideration. The field of popular 
opinion was held by the majority; 
who took the other horn of the di- 
lemma, and went with their nations 
to the great resistance. 

Now, the strange fact is: this gen- 
eral Christian opinion goes right on 
asserting that in taking the one horn 
of the dilemma it has not let go of 
the other. And so it goes on still 
claiming to believe in the Christ of 
divine authority, interpreting his word 
to suit the situation. But, to the logi- 
cal mind, it is plain: this fantastic 
jugglery of two utterly different con- 
ceptions. with however masterful in- 
terpretative skill, does not actually 
dispose of the distinction. And the 
fact remains unchanged; that Chris- 
tianity, on taking on** horn of the di- 
lemma, has let go of the other. And 
when the Christian world mind at 
last gets down to facing the funda- 
mental realities of life, as these ter- 
rible experiences will certainly com- 
pel, to really think this tiling through, 
it is going to find out, what it refuses 
to admit now, that the Christ of Dog- 
ma and Tradition is now actually 
abandoned by this latter-day sweep of 
changing opinion and gone with the 
superstitious age that produced it. 

Some are beginning to see that now. 
But they are as “a voice crying in the 
wilderness.” What though they call: 
“Make straight a highway for” the 
God of reality; their voice is not 
heard in the market-place of popular 
war-occupied attention. Yet, fact is 
fact, whether the populace will let it 
be so or no. And. whatever tricks the 
Christian world mind plays on itself 
with ingenious interpretation now, 
truth will have its way at last— far off 
though the issue may be postponed, 
it must come true: that the logical 
conclusion of the dilemma by action 
is indeed the one thing, and not the 
other. 

Now we who seek to know the truth, 
whatever it may be,— whatever it may 
do to our beliefs and traditions, are 
not disturbed by this situation and 
its conclusion. For, the passing away 
of the Christ of Dogma and Tradition 
only clears the atmosphere of thought, 
into which can emerge from the haze 
or speculative imaginings the simple 
beautiful figure of the actual Jesus of 
History and Humanity, who is corning 
on our time with u power of truthful- 
ness and a leadership of influence, 
above all others, to move the hearts 
of people, guide their minds, stir their 
wills, uplift their ideals, and inspire 
their hopes— toward the things that 
are true and good and beautiful that 
all together may have life, “and have 
it more abundantly”; whose excel- 
lence 

“As God lives, is permanent.” 

In the clear-minded freedom of this 
view we may turn again to the man 
of Nazareth in Galilee us he really 
was. and usk what it meant when he 
said “Resist not evil” Now, in order 
to do thut. we must put our thought 
into the attitude of mind und manner 
of his land and time; wherein, as Mr. 
Hihbany tells us "one expects to be 
judged not by what he says, but by 
what he weans.” The oriental does 
"not deliver his message in scientifi- 
cally accurate terms.” “He speaks us 
it were in pictures’ and “he piles up 
his metuphors and superlatives, rein- 


forced by a theatrienl display of ges- 
tures and facial expressions, in order 
to make the hearer feel his meaning.” 
In other words, ho habitually ampli- 
fies and exaggerates for the purpose 
of emphasis. 

How far Jesus may have shared 
this, his countrymen’s habit, we can- 
not say. But that he did not approve 
it is implied in his saying: "Let your 
speech be, yea, yea; nay, nayr and 
whatsoever is more than these is of 
evil.” That is, say just what you 
mean, whether yes or no; and any- 
thing more added by way of oaths, ex- 
clamations, or elaborations for em- 
phasis really tells nothing and may 
be misleading — of evil. 

In the light of that statement It Is 
doubtful whether the sentences that 
follow his saying “Resist not evil” nre 
his own, or what the later writer 
thought should be added for emphasis. 
At any rate they wore familiar ex- 
pressions in common use among the 
people, and well understood as not to 
be tnken literally but as figuratively 
to express willingness and even in- 
sistence upon doing more than one is 
impressed by Invitation or situation 
to do. The evident intent was to say: 
"Resist not him that Is evil”; but, 
more than that. sho\v hint friendliness 
—even more than he has a right to 
expect; as the common saying 
among us is: 

"Whosoever smiteth thee on thy 
right cheek, turn to him the other 
also. And if any man would go to 
the law with thee and take away thy 
coat, let him have thy cloak also. And 
whosoever would impress thee to go 
one mile, go with him twain. Give to 
him that asketh thee, and from him 
that w’ould borrow’ of thee turn not 
thou away,” 

Whether Jesus himself or the later 
w r riter added these familiar sayings 
matters little. The people w*ere not 
at all likely to make the mistake of 
supposing they were intended to be 
literally done. Nor do we need to 
take them seriously. Only the be- 
liever in literally inspired Scripture 
need be disturbed by them. They are 
not commentary to explain or apply 
the original statement, but just the 
oriental w’ay of saying: do kindness, 
more than just a little, instead of re- 
sisting him that is evil. 

What Jesus meant by this appears 
plain in contrast with what he said 
before it: “Ye have heard that it w’as 
said, an eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth.” That is the law of strict 
justice — the balancing of injury 
against injury — for every wrong done 
the like action returned. "But I say 
unto you, resist not him that is evil.” 

That is, Jesus would seem to say, 
you think when another does you a 
w’rong the only way to make right is 
to do the like deed unto him — meting 
out justice by revenge — balancing evil 
with punishment. But you never end 
the evil that way. You just keep the 
struggle going. For it works like 
this: The wrong done to you alw’ays 
seems worse to you than to the wrong- 
doer. You return revenging punish- 
ment according to your own feeling, 
which is worse than the other’s 
thought of his first act. He, in turn, 
must have his revenge for the excess 
you have given him. That is injustice 
to you again, and you must get even. 
And so on it goes indefinitely. Exact 
justice is never done in that way; but 
life relations are turned into a battle, 
and evil increases rather than dimin- 
ishes. That is not the w’ay of life. 
Revengeful resisting punishment of 
evil is not a principle of human broth- 
erhood, nor a law* of the spiritual 
kingdom. 

What another does to you is not to 
determine w’hat you are to do unto 
him. But what you would have him 
do unto you — that is your Golden Rule 
for action. You do not wish him to 
do you w’rong. Then, whatever he 
does, you are bound by Golden Rule to 
do him no wrong. You wish him to 
do unto you kindness, fairness, friend- 
liness. generous deeds of neighborli- 
ness. Then, whatever he does, that is 
your way toward him. Not w’hat an- 
other does, but what good you would 
have done to you. is your action. 

What, then, happens to the quarrel 
of revengeful resisting life? It takes 
tw’o to make a quarrel. The Golden 
Rule takes you out of it. The one 
can’t quarrel alone. If you refuse 
him the other half of the quarrel, that 
simply ends it. And, in the unex- 
pected calm which greets him, he is 
likely to reflect upon the only wrong 
done — his own; which, for very shame 
on the one-8idedness of it, may incline 
him not to repeat it. Even so. one 
“overcomes evil with good,” 

That is the principle of human con- 
duct and, at one and the same time, 
the law of the spiritual life; w’hich 
love, in tlie freedom of the true spirit, 
fulfills; and makes known that God 
here In manifest reality and en- 
abling power. 

What would you have others do to 
you — what indeed above all things 
else? When and where do you really 
know that, but in your best moments 
'»'i Die heights of your noblest 
thoughts and loftiest aspirutionH? 
What then “would" you in spirit and 
in truth? Is not your heart’s sincere 
desire for the good that is of God, the 
eternal real? Then and there He 
speaks to your soul. And his word is 
of law and love, as one in the spirit 
of good will, which unifies religion 
and life under the same Golden Rule 
of action. Verily I say unto you, this 
shall ye do; “for this is the law und 
the prophets.” 

But, you are still thinking of the one 
great question of our time, us yet un- 
answered; and you would ask of 
Jesus: “Suppose ‘he that is evil’ were 
to make deadly assuult upon ine or 
others; and, to save myself or them. I 
must defend with force — where the 
situation is: resist or perish? What 
then?" 

Now, it is evident that this extreme 
cuho was not in his mind when he was 
making the statement of life principle. 
We can only infer from his general 
character and Hpirit what Ills answer 
would be Is it not reasonable to in- 
fer that his spirit makes answer, 


something like this? — That is not a 
normal living situation, but an ex- 
traordinary exigency w’herc evil is 
triumphant. Tho case is forced be- 
yond the normal question of right or 
wrong, and becomes nn alternative of 
tho good saved or lost by action or In- 
action. to w'hich the rule of ordinary 
life does not apply. You must decido 
the case at tho moment according to 
your best judgment, arbitrarily. For 
it is not a rnse of right or wrong liv- 
ing; but whether or not the good shnll 
perish. Whnt will leave the greater 
good to the greater number in the end. 
is the one only consideration to de- 
termine decision. 

Even though, in your own case, you 
might waive your right of defense 
and let "him that is evil" have his 
way — even to your own destruction, 
rather than do to hint what he threat- 
ens you. Yet in the case of others, 
there is no doubt as to w’hat the gen- 
uinely human instinct will cbmpel; 
for a true self-respect, if not the love 
that w’ill give itself for others, will 
not debate the question, hut fly to the 
defense unto the uttermost ounce of 
strength. It will say to the assail- 
ant: thus far and no farther, except 
over my disabled body. 

This will ye do, and should do; 
even as your own master-poet has 
said : 

“Bew’are 

Of entrance to a quarrel, but, being 


Of necessity, not thy choosing, 

Benr’t that the opposed may beware 
of thee.” 

Yet. withal, preserve thy soul’s Integ- 
rity above the dire calamity; and call 
not the dreadful action good, but ne- 
cessity. Glorify not the event ns 
righteous; but cnll it by its real, ter- 
rible name of Tragedy. For it is a 
case where the world forces of evil 
and of good are irreconcilably ar- 
rayed ngainst one nnother. It is a 
blind onslaught of destructiveness. 
Resistance to the evil is then a neces- 
sity to save the good. The inevitable 
conflict of action is trngedy. The 
retribution exacted by the very na- 
ture of things is: the defeat of the 
evil, and the suffering of the good. 
“They that take up the sw r ord must 
perish by the sword” is the Iron Rule 
of tragedy: unto the defeat of evil- 
doers, and the sacrifice of good-doers. 

But, no further shalt thou go than 
necessity compels to defeat the evil 
force. Whatsoever revengeful pun- 
ishment thou inflietest beyond that, 
only sets the evil forces to gathering 
against thee again for another con- 
flict; and inevitably the tragedy will 
repeat Itself. The necessity of tragic 
opposition ended, not one stroke or a 
frown further; but drop the arms of 
force, and give the hand of good will. 
So shall you end the causes of con- 
flict, and win your opponents to the 
good. 

That you may so save the tragic 
situation for the world good, it is 
needful that you lose not your own 
souls in hatred of enemies or the 
glory of conflict. Let not your re- 
ligion get confused with this tragic 
necessity. As one of your western 
prophets has said, though your hands 
be compelled below to this terrible 
business of war, yet keep your “heads 
above the storm” — in the calm and 
clear of the real and the true, where 
God may speak to you of the things 
that are excellent and enduring. 

Let not your religious thought take 
shape from this tragic experience or 
its sacrifice, however heroic; but 
rather from the hero’s dream of what 
is “above the battle.” Take thought 
of what is in the soldier’s prayer in 
the trenches amid roar and devasta- 
tion of shot and shell, as face to face 
with the ultimate realities of being 
he composes his soul’s deepest and 
fondest interest — and what comes up- 
permost in his heart’s desire? Not 
war, nor all its glory of heroic sacri- 
fice; but above the battle and far 
away from all that— it is to a vision 
of kindred loves and friendly inter- 
change in peaceful days and living 
homeland. 

Take thy soul’s direction from his 
dream, rather than from his tragic 
situation— the way of his soul-vision, 
which is above the storm. Though 
this cup of bitterness may not pass 
away except ye drink it, and though 
necessity lead to the cross of tragic 
sacrifice, still to the star of (ruth do 
not faithless be. 

“E’en though it be a cross 
That raiseth thee” 


Nearer, () God, to thee!” 

"Show us thine eternal stars!

And keep us steadfast in the 
everlasting.

' note my neighbor Child’s comments 
under above title in your last week’s 
issue and would say that he and I are 
really quite in accord, as I think will 
appear when I explain more fully as 
perhaps I should have done In my 
first letter. 

When potatoes are laid upon the sur- 
face of the ground and covered with 
four or five inches of coal ashes, of 
course the roots strike down into the 
soil and obtain their chief nutriment 
therefrom. The method is along the 
line of dry farming, and the theory is 
as follows: 

The soil at time of planting is well 
satuated by the spring rains. Tin* 
ashes act as a mulch preventing the es- 
cape of the moisture, as later rain 
follows it leaches down thro the ashes 
carrying to the soil whatever fertiliz- 
ing qualities it contains, and still pre- 
venting the escape of moisture. That 
coal ashes contain some fertilizing 
qualities of a chemical nature, as is 
the case with lime, and are useful upon 
certain soils, is admitted by our agri- 
cultural authorities. Then, as Mr. 
Childs very truly states, many other 
fertilizing substances find their way 
into asli barrels, and are lost when 
carried to the dump. There was an old 
city ash dump in Auburndale filled 
several feet, which produced ail ex- 
ceedingly rank growth of grass for 
several years. Some Judgment must, 
of course, he used as to the nature of 
the soil. A wet heavy soil would prob- 
ably not be the best for this experi- 
ment. A soil full of witch grass roots 
should not be used as one advantage 
of this method is in tho saving of 
labor in cultivating. So far I have 
only given the testimony of those who 
have tried this method. I propose to 
try it myself the coming season, and I 
advise others to do the same. Of

There were plenty 
of places, he believed on the Charles 
river for bathing, easy accessible by 
street car from any part of the city. 

Mr. F. L. Richardson urged the 
hoard to consult with the assessors 
In regard to the ffect a baht house 
would have on property values. The 
property on Lake avenue was among 
the best In tho city and assessed for 
over $100,000. Any selling movement, 
would Immediately depredate values, 
and the city could not afford to allow 
it to become known that it was pos- 
sible to change the character of a 
neighborhood in this fashion. The 
city has a largo debt and no work 
should lie done at the present time, ex- 
cept what was absolutely necessary 
Hon. Seward W. Jones would favor 
Crystal Lake for bathing, if it was the 
only place, but. he believed play- 
grounds were the proper places f(^r 
bathing and the city ought not to de- 
tract anything from the beauty of the 
Crystal lake region. 

Mr. J. B. Lewis, a new resident, said 
he was attracted to Newton High- 
lands by the beauty of the Lake, w’hich 
was a remarkable asset to the city. 
He did not believe the place was safe 
for bathing. 

Mr. Joseph A. Hurd suggested that 
if Newton Centre wanted bathing in 
Crystal lake, it arrange to do so at the 
Centre end of the lake. 

Representative J. Weston Allen was 
very sure Newton Centre didn’t want 
bathing at that end of the lake. He 
personally did not oppose bathing in 
the lake but he didn't w’ant a bath- 
house there. Last summer the bath- 
ing was conducted without a bath- 
house and thousands enjoyed it, and 
there w’as very little disorder. 

Dr. Andrews said that all the peo- 
ple wanted was a small house for local 
and not city bathing. 

Mr. J. O. Reay said that the swim- 
ming is done in polluted water cover- 
ed with green scum. No one would 
dare to test the w’ater two weeks after 
bathing had commenced. He didn’t 
want the riff-raff of the city coming 
there to bathe, and the boys learning 
to swim in slime and filth. 

Mr. Henry W. Provan of Allerton 
road said a bathhouse would depreciate 
property and be a nuisance. 

Fr. Haney said they didn’t w’ant a 
public bathhouse but only proper 
bathing facilities for bathing in the 
lake. He suggested a tent arrange- 
ment. to be taken away at the end of 
the bathing season. 

Mr. Studley objected to any per- 
manent structure on the lake, but had 
no objection to neighborhood bathing. 

Mr. John Segerson said the bathing 
conditions last summer were better 
than 1916. 

Mr. H. S. Dennie wanted the thing 
settled once for all. 

Mr. Henry B. Day wanted the board 
to carefully consider every expense. 
We don’t realize the seriousness of this 
war, he said. Men are running their 
business at a loss, valuations in this 
city are high, there is no demand for 
real estate, and there should be no 
expenditures for anything not absolute- 
ly necessary and no increase in the 
budget. 

Mr. South wMck said he had bathed 
in Crystal lake for three years and 
said that Charles river was a poor place 
to swim. He thought the children 
might be willing to contribute to the 
expense of a bathhouse if it w’as put 
up to them. 

A remonstrance signed by 263 per- 
sons was filed with the board. 

A series of questions was then put 
to the persons present, New’ton High- 
lands advocates far outnumbering 
those from the Centre. 9 favored and 
75 opposed bathing facilities at the 
lake. 75 favored and 12 opposed a 
swimming pool at Newton Centre 
playground, altlio the item of expense 
was not involved. 75 favored and 3 
opposed a continuation of the 1917 
plan during 1918 and there was a 
unanimous vote against the tent sug- 
gestion. 

The hoard heard a report of the 
work done by its committee on Legis 
lation and uccepted a report that no 
action was necessary on the matter of 
ratifying the prohibition amendment 
to the national constitution. Aider- 
man Clark acquiesced in this report, 
altlio he believed that when such 
matter touched us all, it was proper 
for the aldermen to act. He called at- 
tention to the grain being used for 
liquor purposes, saying that it would 
make eleven million loaves of bread 
daily. There was no objection to the 
members of the board acting as indi 
viduals and he read a petition to the 
Legislature urging the ratification of 
the amendment, which he asked the 
members to sign. 

The Mayor’s Address committee re- 
ported against an appropriation for a 
captain of police, against separating 
tralfice on Commonwealth avenue, re- 
questing the mayor to give an estimate 
of cost of revolver practice for the 
police, and urging action on a new 
fire station for Auburndale, when con- 
ditions warrant. 

Tho order accepting the gift of land 
of the old church for a city hull site 
was passed, having been amended to 
cover the objections raised at a pre- 
vious meeting.

EDITORIAL 


The apparently endless controversy 
between Newton Centre and Newton 
Highlands over the question of public 
bathing In Crystal Lake can easily be 
settled by the erection of a modest 
bath house and arranging for bathing 
at the shore of the lake adjoining the 
ice houses on Norwood avenue. Pub- 
lic bathing cannot be stopped in Crys- 
tal Lake, but there should be some 
adequate supervision of it in order 
that no nuisance shall be created. 
Newton Centre residents are clearly 
right in their demand for a place to 
bathe, and Newton Highlands resi- 
dents are equally right in their posi- 
tion that their beautiful village shall 
not become a second Revere beach. 
Now if Newton Centre residents be- 
lieve what they say that there is no 
nuisance connected with bathing in 
Crystal Lake, let them agree to have 
the bath house at their end of the 
lake, or else forever after hold their 
peace. 

Whoever conceived the brilliant idea 
of saving coal by delaying the lighting 
of the street lights for a half hour 
each night, ought to take a position in 
Nonantum square about 5.30 one of 
these afternoons and witness the in- 
convenience and danger to which 
thousands of persons are placed by 
that ill-considered order. When one 
realizes that these street lights when 
once lighted burn until three or four 
o'clock in the morning, when no one 
cares for them, the present order 
seems ridiculous. The street lights 
should burn when the people need 
them and be shut off when that need 
has been filled. Have the lights 
urned on at the usual hour, gentle- 
men, whoever you are. and shut them 
ff any time after eleven o’clock and 
:ave your fuel at the other end of the 
lay. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Committees are making rapid 
progress in reporting back to the 
Legislature on the many matters as- 
signed to them. It is becoming a 
•common occurrence for a committee 
to hold a hearing in the morning and 
to file Its report the same afternoon, 
a far different program than that fol- 
lowed in previous years. 

A hearing was held this week on 
the petition to allow John T. Roche, 
a driver of the police patrol, to be- 
come a regular police officer. Up to 
last year, the three drivers of the 
patrol were not listed as policemen, 
but as chauffeurs, and paid accord- 
ingly. In 1917, the aldermen author- 
ized a large enough appropriation to 
have these men appointed as regular 
policemen, and two of them subse- 
quently passed the civil service ex- 
amination and were appointed. Mr. 
Roche, who has been in the Bervice 
since 1901, was beyond the age limit 
for a civil service test, and could not 
be appointed, hence this bill to au- 
thorize this action to be taken. 

Mr. William F. Garcelon was one 
of those who appeared in favor of 
Major Higginson’s bill on Wednesday 
to allow baseball and football games 
by soldiers and sailors on Sunday, 
and Mr. Allan C. Emery, a former 
resident of this city, was among those 
who spoke in opposition.

CULTURE HERE BEFORE 1492 WERE TWO GREAT STATESMEN 


Did Civilization Come From Egypt to 
America? la the Question Now 
to Be Decided. 

Prof. Elliot Smith 1ms been recently 
developing In nn extrnordlnary inter- 
esting manner the thesis that the pre- 
ColomMwu- civilizations of America — or 
ut U»M£t fnan.v^tmportnnt features In 
th<wV cltilMtitkms — tfere not truly ab- 
original, but cifmc in n cultural wave 
from Asln across the Pacific ocean, 
the original starting point of the most 
remarkable characteristics being 
Egypt, observes a writer In Science 
Progress. 

Professor Smith believes that the ex- 
tremely peculiar culture of Egypt was 
spread eastwards by mariners, mainly 
Phoenicians, for several centuries after 
R. C. 800. To quote the author’s own 
words, he thinks that “the essential 
elements of the nnelent civilizations of 
India (the pre-Aryan civilizations), 
Further India, the Malay archipelago. 
Oceania and America were brought In 
succession to encli of these places by 
mariners, whose Oriental migrations 
began ns trading intercourse between 
the eastern Mediterranean and India 
some time after S00 B. C.. and that the 
highly complex and artificial culture 
which they spread abroad was derived 
largely from Egypt (not earlier than 
the twenty-first dynasty), but also in- 
cluded many linportnnt accretions’’ 
from other sources, and that after 
traversing Asia nnd Oceania, and be- 
coming modified on the way, the 
stream finally “continued for mauy 
centuries to play upon the Pacific lit- 
toral of America, where it was respon- 
sible for planting the germs of the re- 
markable pre-Columbian civilization.”

Queen Mary’s Companion. 

Lady Ampthill, who has been a mem- 
ber of the royal household for six 
years, is a close friend of the queen, 
and was in attendance upon her maj- 
esty during tilt recent royal visit to 
the west of England, writes a corre- 
spondent. A sister of the present 
earl of Beauchamp, her ladyship has 
spent much of her married life abroad, 
especially In India, where Lord Amp- 
thill was for a period governor of 
Madras. She proved un exceedingly 
populur “governor’s wife,” and when 
her husband was called upon to take 
up the role of acting viceroy she as- 
sisted him to fill the position with 
dignity and honor. 

Among her personnl treasures Lady 
Ampthill values none more highly than 
the gold medal of the Knisur-l-Hind.

Violin Has Cylindrical Body. 

An entire departure from the con- 
veutlonul lines of violin construction 
lias been tnude in un instrument for 
wlrioh patents have recently been 
granted to un Illinois inventor, Rob- 
ert L. Yeakey. The body <>i the vio- 
lin |a cylindrical In form. However, 
the sound post and bass-bar in a mod- 
ified form are necessarily retained. 
The instrument is provided with u chin 
rest, so shaped us to be extended lut- 
erully while in use and of folding 
against the Instrument when not in 
use. 

The appeurance of the violin is most 
extraordinary, but it is said that the 
quality and volume of tone Is the 
equal of that found in hand-made vio- 
lins of conventional construction. The 
peculiur form Involves u .simplification 
in the mode of manufacture and ad- 
mits of instruments being mude al- 
most wholly by machinery, while still 
possessing excellent tone quality. 


Scarlet Fever Serum. 

Announcement was mude recently 
ut u meeting of the Swedish Medical 
society by Dr. Curl Kling, bacterio- 
logist ut the Carolinian institute of 
the discovery of u serum for the treat- 
ment of scarlet fever. 

It wus stated tliut the use of the 
serum hud reduced the mortality In 
the most severe cases to 17 8-5 per cent 
is compared with u mortality of over 
70 per ceut In equully severe fuses 
.vhtch were not treuted with the se- 
rum. 


Bismarck and Cavour, Men of the 

Highest Genius and Moat Profound 
Diplomatic 8kill. 

At nenrly the same date the world 
beheld nn empire of Germany and a 
kingdom of Italy reviving the old glo- 
ries of a distant past nnd giving n na- 
tional character and a national spirit 
to millions who had long cherished a 
common language and common habits 
of life. 

Two great statesmen were foremost 
In the achievement of that splendid his- 
torical result. Blsmnrck In Germany, 
Cavour In Italy* says the You Ml’s Com- 
panion. Both were men of the highest 
genius, of wide insight of profound 
diplomatic skill nnd of indisputable 
patriotism. But their alms were total- 
ly different. Bismarck hnd no faith In 
the people nnd sought to mnkc nn ab- 
solute empire on the medieval model 
of fixed clnsses, ench working lu Its 
sphere for the good of the stnte, nnd 
the whole culminating in a God ap- 
pointed. God supported monarchy. Cn- 
vour. although he believed It best to 
retnin the monarchical form, worked 
from the beginning to establish n thor- 
oughly modern democracy ; a govern- 
ment thnt should be essentially of the 
people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple. 

Blsmnrck summed lip his theory of 
government In the celebrnted phrnse 
thnt power must be sustained “by blood 
nnd Iron.” Cavour said of himself In 
n phrnse far more deserving of ce- 
lebrity, “I mn the child of liberty, nnd 
to liberty I owe nil thnt I am.” The 
hearts of modern Germany nnd modern 
Italy are disclosed in those two say- 
ings of their greatest sons, nnd we can 
see today what different results are 
produced by different teachings. 


FISH, FROG, TOAD SHOWERS 

Infrequency of Such Events More to 
Be Wondered At Than Fact 
That They Occur. 

Probnbly the most remnrknble thing 
nbout the many reported showers of 
such objects ns fish, frogs, toads nnd 
the like* is the skepticism with which 
the accounts of these occurrences nre 
greeted. The wonder Is. observes n 
writer, not thnt they occur, hut that 
they nre so Infrequent. Everybody has 
seen the wind carry away, to he de- 
posited in parts unknown, such light 
objects ns leaves nnd scraps of paper. 
Everybody has also heard, at least, of 
the astonishing feats performed by tor- 
nadoes nnd hurricanes in transporting 
much heavier articles. 

For example, at Beauregard, Miss.. 
April 22. 1888, the solid iron screw’ of 
a cotton press, weighing G75 pounds, 
was carried 000 feet. On another oc- 
casion n hencoop weighing 75 pounds 
was transported four miles. In a tor- 
nado at Mount Cnrmell. 111., a piece 
of tin roof was carried 15 miles nnd a 
church spire 17 qliles. What goes up 
must come down. ' We know’, from the 
facts first cited, thnt the fall of so 
light nnd common an object as a frog, 
for example, must happen rather fre- 
quently In any part of the world sub- 
ject to high winds. 


Ashanti Cocoa Growing. 

Cocoa growing is rapidly becoming a 
prominent Industry In Ashanti, w’hich 
has hitherto been associated with 
nameless horrors perpetrated by King 
Prempeh, which necessitated repented 
punitive expeditions down to 1900, the 
most famous being Lord Wolseley’s 
cnmpnlgn through the trackless Jungle 
In 1894. Now’ the Gold Coast Is the 
largest exporter of cocoa In the w’orld. 
nnd Ashanti supplies a very large pro- 
portion. Archdeacon Morrison, writes 
from Kumassl : “In the last five years 
Ashanti has made great strides In com- 
mercial prosperity. This Is owing to 
cocoa. When the rubber boom came 
to nn end there w’ns stagnation for a 
short time, but cocoa has more than 
taken its place. Ashanti makes an 
Ideal eoeon-growing country, and the 
Industry Is very suitable for the West 
African, ns It requires no great out- 
put of labor." 


Poets and Politicians. 

Recently elected a director of the 
North-Eastern Railway company, Vis- 
count Grey of Fallodon is a man of 
great personal charm, says London 
Tit-Bits. He hates swank and often 
displuys an umiubillty which cun 
even tolerate a bore. He is said to be 
the most cordial host that ever wel- 
comed n guest. 

A mystic and n poet at heart — he 
has been accused of writing clever 
verse under n nora de plume — he Is a 
politician by command und duty, for 
It was the lute Mr. Gladstone who in- 
sisted that with such bruins he owed 
it to his country to busy himself with 
affairs of stute. Formerly he in- 
dulged in championship form at lawn 
tennis; now he is the leading expo- 
nent of fly-fishing in England.

FROISSART AND HIS HISTORY 


8ir John Cleverly Wiggled Out Data 
From the Various Errant 
Knlghto of 1357. 

Yenrs ago, when I was a small hoy, 
I came to bracket Sir John Frolssnrl 
with Tneltus. personages who recorded 
dull hlstorlenl facts in needlessly dif- 
ficult language. Of the two I disliked 
Froissart the more, for he w’rote in nr- 
chnlc Norman French, to which the 
dictionary often offered no clew, says 
a writer In the London Times. 

Of course I have rernst these opin- 
ions, hut so many years have passed 
since I read and really enjowd the 
cheerful Hulnnulter’5 ambling through 
the History of his times that his hook 
nnd Its thetne were dim In my memory. 

What remnlned vivid enough was the 
recollection of his method, for seldom 
lms historian gathered mnterlnl In 
such wise. Bidden by his master, 
Count Robert de Namur, to write n 
record of “the wars," young John 
Froissart saddled a gray nag, whistled 
up a useful white hound, which could 
always he trusted to add a hare or 
a rabbit to the pot, nnd set off on his 
travels. 

On the rond he w’ould fall In with n 
knight or man nt arms, and w’orm out 
of such n chance companion the stories 
of their process. At evening. In hos- 
telry, monastery or feudal castle, In re- 
turn for his own lively yarns, he would 
he told others. Bit by bit he built up 
u wonderfully accurate narrative of 
events In Flanders, In northern Franco 
nnd In England. He wrote his history 
in 1357. 


WHIRLING RAPIDS IN JAPAN 


Waters of the Kozu River Afford At- 
traction for Voyagers Who Are 
Seeking Excitement. 

Most voyagers, says a w’riter In the 
Wide World Magazine, are anxious to 
avoid rapids, whirlpools, nnd swift cur- 
rents. Yet in Japan passengers are 
regularly taken through rapids of the 
Kozu river Just for the sake of the 
excitement the Journey affords. 

For some distance this river flows 
between steep bunks beautifully cloth- 
ed in verdure. Being cooped up in a 
narrow defile, the river gains consider- 
ably in speed, and presently It plunges 
over a series of rocks, forming Innum- 
erable rapids, whirlpools, and eddies. 

To take a bont through these trou- 
bled waters demands the utmost skill 
und nerve. Some enterprising native 
huutmen, however, conceived the Idea 
of running a boat through the rapids 
as nn attraction to sensation-loving 
foreign visitors. Several times a day, 
provided passengers are forthcoming, 
the little boat braves the rapids. The 
navigators are very skillful, as they 
need to be, for the smull craft Is dash- 
ed this way and that, while the spray 
of the troubled' Waters is sent flying 
over the becupiratk. To say the least, 
this bout journey provides an exciting 
thrill, and the boatmen reap quite a 
good harvest. 


Very Large Moy Family. 

Moy Hee, proprietor of a chop suey 
restaurant in St. Puul, recently re- 
turned from u seven months' sojourn 
in Chlnu, relates an exchange, where 
he visited his aged mother and 275,00(0 
relatives, all members of the great 
Moy family, at Sun Ning in the prov- 
ince of Canton. While he was there 
Moy*s son was married and Moy en- 
tertained 235 guests at a big hotel 
there for three duys, spending $5,000 
for entertainment. From inquiries 
made at Sun Ning, Moy learned thnt 
his 275,000 relatives were not prop- 
erly provided with educational facili- 
ties. While muny of them were 
wealthy, a large number could not af- 
ford the $12 a year a child for educa- 
tion. Moy has undertaken to raise 
the sum of $400,000 to build schools 
nnd employ teachers In thnt vicinity. 
He collected some of the fund from 
rich Chinese members of the Moy fam- 
ily, nnd Moy Back Hln, Chinese consul 
nt Portland, Ore., contributed $25,000 
to the fund.

Hydrogen. 

The lightest known gus is hydro- 
gen. The decomposition of wuter by 
electricity yields this gas. It may be 
generated by the uctlon of hydro- 
chloric arid upon zinc, forming zinc 
chloride and liberating the hydrogen 
which tlie hydrochloric udd contulns. 
When u piece of sodium is dropped in- 
to water, the gas which comes off is 
hydrogen. This Is too expensive for 
commercial purposes. The action of 
warm sodium hydroxide upon alum- 
inium causes the evolution of hydro- 
gen from the sodium hydroxide and 
tlie formation of uluminlum hydroxide. 
The first method given is the cheapest 
und the one most generally employed 
for obtaining hydrogen.

The following extracts from a let- 
ter, just received, give a vivid idea of 
how it feels to be bombarded. 

London, Jan. 30, 1918. 

The night before last, after a long 
interval of freedom from raids, the 
German airmen succeeded in breaking 
through the defence of London, and 
we were subjected to one of the worst, 
if not the very worst, raids we have 
so far undergone. The gun fire was 
greater in volume and more intense 
than any we have yet experienced, 
and lasted for a longer time. The 
raid began about 8 o’clock and the 
"All Clear” signal was not given until 
1.15 A. M. Three bombs were dropped 
in our immediate vicinity, much closer 
than on any previous occasion. The 
sound of the explosions was indeed 
terrifying. Fortunately only one of 
these bombs made a direct hit, result- 
ing in but two deaths and the damage 
to property, while considerable, was 
less than might have been expected. 
This applies only to these three 
bombs, for damage in other parts of 
London was very considerable, and 
the loss of life amounted to 47 deaths 
and 169 injured. 

I visited places where some of the 
bombs dropped, and I am rather sorry 
that I did so, because when one is sit- 
ting at home listening to the gun fire, 
pictures of the havoc caused by the 
bombs come vividly before one’s mind 
and rather tends to increase the nerve 
tension. 

Last night we had a second raid, 
which, however, was of much shorter 
duration. This morning’s papers give 
only a brief report as the raid was still 
in progress when the papers went to 
press. Apparently the raiders did 
not succeed in getting into central 
London, but some bombs are reported 
as having been dropped in the out- 
skirts. I have been given to under- 
stand that the Germans have made 
numerous attempts to get into Lon- 
don, all of which have been foiled un- 
til these last two raids. 

One of ! tWe "places struck by a "bomb 
which I visited yesterday was the 
scene of a very heartbreaking trag- 
edy. This place — a large printing es- 
tablishmeiit^-wUs used as a rriid shel- 
ter for many of the poor people living 
in the vicinity, and these took refuge 
in the basement. A bomb, evidently 
of a highly explosive nature, struck 
the building and reached the. basement 
which was crowded with women and 
children. Fire broke out almost im- 
mediately and so far about 40 bodies 
have been removed from the debris. 
Very many more were seriously in- 
jured. I do not know whether I am 
right in giving you these particulars, 
but as most of them appear in this 
morning’s paper, I suppose the censor 
will not object to passing on the ac- 
count to you. 

We are just now having delightful 
weather, with full moon, just the kind 
of weather best suited to the German 
raiders. While this weather lasts the 
Germans will probably continue their 
attempts on London, but I believe our 
defence Is now more effective than 
ever before, and while the raiders will 
undoubtedly get through occasionally, 
I have confidence in the belief that 
most of their raids will prove abortive 
as far as central London is concerned.

Tlie United Stutes Department of 
Labor has established offices all over 
the country, where men may get in- 
formation and enroll for this work. 
A man’s enrolling does not obligate 
him in any way to accept a position 
which is offered. It is simply a rec- 
rod of liis willingness to help in this 
emergency, and it mean that when a 
position is open for which he is quali- 
fied lie will be given an opportunity to 
apply for it. 

Enrolling does not uffect a man’s 
position or relation to the draft; but 
us shipbuilders and other mechanics 
on such Government work are placed 
in u deferred eluss, u man who obtains 
a position will probably not be drafted 
for some time. The quota expected by 
the Government from Massachusetts 
is 26,000 und of this number Newton is 
expected to furnish 450.

Such sacri- 
fices as this is little in comparison 
with what is being endured by our 
brothers and sisters across the sea. Of 
course we will do it.

In 
showing the picture of the Hancock 
House, which was built by the way, 
not by John, but by his uncle, who 
bequeathed It to John, whom he had 
adopted as his own son — expressed 
the hope that a replica may some 
time be erected in Boston. The in 
heritance from his uncle, made John 
Hancock the richest man in the 
colonies next to Washington. The 
lecture was full of interesting bits of 
history and was a pleasing variety in 
the club’s program.

LONG ISLAND AND NEW YORK 

Stretch of Breeze-Swept Sand Has 
Been Made to Meet the De- 
mands of Every Class. 

,ong Island Is the safety valve nnd 
salvation of Now York. It Is hnrd to 
see how the big city could get through 
summer without this hundred miles 
of breeze-swept sand, which It can 
roach in n few minutes by bridge or 
tube or ferry, writes Nlksnli. 

It Is a matter of endless ndmlrntion 
how Long Island lins been made to 
meet the needs of New Yorkers of 
every tnste nnd Income. It hns cheap 
honchos, where anyone may get n swim 
for n qunrter, nnd exclusive benches 
whore $10,000 a year is regarded ns 
poverty. It hns sport benches full 
of cafes nnd music, nnd quiet benches, 
whore old ladles knit on shady porches. 
It hns millionaire suburbs from which 
the many nre Ingeniously excluded ; 
nnd middle-class suburbs with their 
neat little cottages, looking like nd- 
vertlsements out of paint cntnlogs 
stuck primly in the middle of correct 
lltlle lawns; nnd suburbs for those 
who have Just enough money to get 
out of town In the summer. Most of 
these latter nre sltunted In the lagoon 
district between Roeknwny bench nnd 
the Islnnd proper. They stand on stilts 
In the shnllow water, In the midst of 
wide green salt meadows. They nre 
unpointed, for the most pnrt, but 
tanned Into soft grays nnd purples by 
the sea air. They nre nil T e with chil- 
dren and stout fishermen with long 
poles (lecornte nil the wharves, while 
the narrow channels between the 
houses are full of rowboats and little 
launches. There is more picture nnd 
color In this bit of Long Islnnd than 
In nil the rest of It put together. 


MORE WORK FOR BUSY BEES 


At a meeting of the Advisory Board 
of the Newtonville Red Cross-Special 
Aid Society held on Wednesday, Feb 
ruary 13, Mrs. Morton, secretary of the 
Red Cross, announced the result of the 
Red Cross-Special Aid drive. $18,500 
has been raised for the coming year.

Temple Hall is open every morning 
except Saturday, and on Monday, 
Wednesday and Thursday afternoons 
and 'Monday evenings A’ or surgical 
dressings. Talbot House is open every 
day except Saturday for sewing, and 
on Friday evening for surgical dress- 
ings. Choose one morning or one uf- 
ternoon, or better, one day a week, to 
go regularly to sew or to make dress 
ings. Surely, in the face of the great 
need for dressings, which is bound to 
come at this time of year after the 
great drive “over there” you can help 
•by half a day a week. Remember that 
every hour’s work by every individual 
counts! 

In January, 13,655 dressings, 156 
knitted garments were made, and 2715 
articles completed in the sewing room. 
This was all done by a small number 
of earnest workers. Help to make 
the dressings for March 25,000, and 
the garments 6,000!

Home Circle

Artificial Comb, Patented by a Woman, 
Enables Larger Output by 
tha Honey Producers. 

Undoubtedly the most important In- 
vention ever produced by n womnn was 
the mnchlne for making nrtlficlal comb 
foundation for beehives. The idea was 
originated by Frances A. Dunham, who 
patented the contrivance in 1881, says 
un exchnnge. 

To produce mnterlnl for comb build- 
ing te for the bee very expensive. It 
uses up at least ten times ns much of 
her gnthered products, bulk for hulk, 
ns is required for honey making. 
Hence the obvious economy of provid- 
ing her with a ready-made comb of 
beeswax turned out from a machine. 

Another advantage is that all the 
cells of the artificial comb nre made 
of “worker” size, so that the eggs laid 
in them by the queen bee (the mother 
of the hjve) produce workers only nnd 
no idle drones. 

The workers build up the cell walls 
on the “ground-floor" pattern fur- 
nished for them, nnd (barring those 
used for brood purposes) fill them 
with honey. Being relieved of the 
bother and expense of making their 
own comb foundation, their output of 
money is proportionately augmented. 

Rings and Moons of Saturn. 

The most distinctive feature of 
Saturn Is his unique system of rings, 
writes Albert D. Watson In Journal of 
the Royal Astronomical Society of 
Canada. These nre In the plane of 
Saturn’s moons, with the exception of 
the outermost moon, which Is appar- 
ently retrograde In motion. The rings 
consist of meteors. 

From the center of the planet to 
the circumference of Its outer ring 
there nre, first, the 30,500 miles of the 
rudlus of Saturn. From the surface 
of the sphere to the Inner margin of 
the Inner rings Is 9,000 miles. This, 
which Is known ns the crepe ring, Is 
12,500 miles In width and runs Into 
the middle ring which Is 17,000 miles 
wide. Outside the middle ring Is a 
space of 1.000 miles before the outer 
ring, 10,000 miles wide, is reached. 

Saturn has ten moons, only one of 
which (Titan) is larger than ours. The 
first four, like our own and some of 
the moons of Jupiter, have been prov- 
en to turn always the same surface 
towards their primary. As no excep- 
tion to this rule has been found, it Is 
likely thnt It obtains in the cases of 
all moons.

Reginald Wheeler; and "New Poetry”, 
ed. by Harriet Monroe. 

Travel

SUMMER CAPITAL OF INDIA 


8imla, the Most English City From 

London to Melbourne, Increases in 
Population During Year. 

The British empire never gives the 
Run a dinner to Hot on it, but of all the 
cities from London to Melbourne that 
fly tho Union Jnck, the most English 
Is Simla, summer capital of India. It 
Is more English than anything In Eng- 
land, as though the English in Indin 
were stirred to a more aggressive 
Anglicism by their distance from 
home. 

Simla has been pictured to all the 
world in Kipling’s "Plnln Tales,” states 
a writer, but It has changed n good 
deni since tho era set forth In those 
sketches. The rallrond from Kalka 
wns completed years ago and the long 
Journey from the rail head to Simla 
in the tonga, or nntlv> cart, which 
was one of the unforgettable experi- 
ences of the visitor in the early days, 
is hardly n memory now. Tho sailing 
time from the Indian ports to Europe 
has been cut In half since Kipling 
wrote and, altogether, Simla is much 
more ft part of the world. Yet it 
keeps its characteristic flavor in spite 
of modern improvements. 

It is n summer city. In winter there 
are perhaps 15,000 people there, most 
of them natives. In the hot weather 
the population goes up to 40,000 or 
more. Most of the newcomers are 
officers of some Importance in the In- 
dian world — men on lenve from a hun- 
dred scattered districts, men from 
lonely frontier posts and fever smitten 
southern provinces, men who act as 
official advisers to the kings of semi- 
independent native states, meeting 
their own people in numbers for the 
first time In a twelvemonth. 


BUND REPAIR WATCHES BEST 


Sightless Men Known to Detect De- 
fects That Other Tradesmen 
Failed to Discover. 

Blind people — those who have been 
horn blind — ure, us is well known, ex- 
ceedingly clever with their fingers, but 
It is not often that one hears of a 
watchmaker who was born blind, and 
yet there have been instances of the 
kind. 

A famous blind wutchmaker lived at 
Holbeach, notes on exchange. His 
name was RIppin, and, although com- 
pletely blind, he could take to pieces 
and put together again wntches of most 
delicate construction with the greatest 
ease and In quicker time than most 
watchmakers who have the advantage 
of good eyesight. 

On one occasion some of the tiny 
wheels and screws used in his trade 
were stolen from him, but the thief 
was captured with the property on his 
person, and RIppin identified it by his 
dellente sense of touch. Another watch 
and clockmnker brought up Ills blind 
son to his trade, and he proved so skil- 
ful that on more than one occasion he 
detected faults in timepieces which oth- 
er tradesmen had failed to discover.

more for the workingman than any- 
thing else, and ho should ho told of 
that fact. Ho don’t know what you are 
doing and If is your fault if ho doesn’t 
know It. Hero Mr. Stelzle gave some 
good illustrations of tho value of ad- 
vertising, showing that the groat ad- 
vertisers had created an atmosphere 
favorable to their products and asked 
if any one knew of churches spending 
any time on creating an atmosphere for 
its work. Men believe In Jesus, be- 
cause he gave himself. Women, he 
said, could do more than men to help 
democratize the church for many a 
workingman’s wife is shut out of the 
church by other women. The church, 
he said ought not to he afraid of criti- 
cism. and should frankly admit Its 
mistakes and try to do better the next 
time. 

In answer to questions. Mr. Stelzle 
said that creeds had hut little to do 
with the question and the average 
workman thought more of the minis- 
ter and the people than he did of the 
formal creed. 

It was not true, he thought, that the 
workman was attracted by the more 
liberal churches. It was the relation 
between the church and the big things 
he was thinking about which would at- 
tract him. 

These men could not he attracted 
by the social end of the church, as he 
knew he couldn’t compete there with 
his own boss. Neither was he at- 
tracted by beautiful churches or rit- 
uals, for the foreign horn workman 
comes from places where the finest 
cathedrals in the world are located. 

He believed that the church had got 
to put its best men at the strategtlc 
places and such places were the big- 
gest Job in the world. 

He suggested that more artisans 
should he placed on the controlling 
hoards of the church, and sent to na- 
tional councils as delegates. 

He said there was some good in the 
saloon, altho much that was bad. and 
commended its democratic spirit which 
made one man as good as another. 

Workmen, he said knew the saloon, 
but did not know the church.

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Corporal William A. Wellman, one 
of tho American aviators in the 
French escndrlllcs, has been awarded 
$100 In prize money by the Lafnyetto 
Flying Corps Committee in recogni- 
tion of his brillinnt work in bringing 
down a German machine in the past 
six w’eeks. Ho hns also been awarded 
the French War Cross and granted 
ten days’ special lonvc in Pnris. 

Mr. Wellman Is 21 years of nge nnd 
graduated in 1914 from the Newton 
High School, where he wns one of the 
best quarterbacks the football team 
ever had. He was also captain of the 
hockey tenm. and played shortstop 
on the baseball nine. 

Mr. Wellman formerly resided with 
his pnrents, Mr. nnd Mrs. Arthur G. 
Wellman on l>akewood road, Newton 
Highlands, and was a member and 
sang in the choir of Trinity Church at 
Newton Centro. iHs name is on the 
tablet recently dedicated in that 
church, and the service flag there has 
a star in his honor. 

He is the third member of this par- 
ish to be awarded the French War 
Cross, Messrs. James A. Liddell of 
Stearns street nnd John Briggs, Jr., of 
Parker street having received it in the 
ambulance service. 

It Is Interesting to note that after 
Mr. Wellman was refused enlistment 
in the American aviation service last 
summer, he went ncross and endured 
many privations ns a beginner in the 
French service, where the pay is but 
$6 and $8 per month, and where he 
lived mostly on horse-flesh and wormy 
bread.

REPRESENTATIVE WESTON 
REPLIES 

William H. Rand, Esq., 

West Newton. Mass. 

My dear Mr. Rand: — 

In a public letter you have asked 
me to state my attitude in regard to 
the proposed amendment to the Fed- 
eral Consitution providing for Na- 
ional Prohibition, which is now before 
the Legislatures of the various states. 

I am very glad to state to you my 
attitude. I intend to vote for ratifi- 
cation and against the referendum, 
which would refer the matter to the 
people at the coming state elecion. 

I am in favor of National Prohibi- 
tion from the economic side. Not only 
now, but for years after the close of 
the war this country must do every- 
thing In its power to make Itself abso- 
lutely efficient. I am convinced that 
the use of liquor not only does not In- 
crease efficiency, but tends to great 
inefficiency in every way. I believe 
In National Prohibition as the surest 
and quickest way to bring about this 
result. One state favoring prohibi- 
tion and the surrounding states op- 
posed to it means the situation which 
has existed in Maine for very many 
years. 

I am opposed to the referendum on 
this matter for the following reasons. 

First. |t is not a genuine refer- 
endum and it could lie nothing but a 
straw vote as in the last instance the 
responsibility must be taken by the 
legislature. 

Second. The result of the referen- 
dum would be inconclusive if a city or 
district should vote in favor of pro- 
hibition, and the state at large should 
vote against or vice versa. Some 
members of the legislature say, they 
would be obliged to vote as their city 
or district voted; others say they 
would fqel it their duty to follow the 
vote of the state. 

Third. All the so-called liquor 
men who now are and always will lie 
opposed to ratification are supporting 
the referendum as one of the surest 
ways to kill ratification or at least to 
postpone action, and if action is de 
layed it means one of the worst cam- 
paigns that the state has ever seen to 
control the legislature and prevent 
ratification another year. 

Fourth. The referendum in this 
case, as in most referenda, allows 
large group of representatives to 
dodge responsibility. They are 
afraid to take action for fear it will 
cause their defeat for re-election and 
their retirement to private life. . 
should add that there are some men 
who are absolutely und honestly in 
doubt uh to what they should do and 
are desirous of knowing how their 
constituents feel In regaj-d to the 
matter. 

For these reasons, I am going to 
vote against the referendum and in 
favor of ratification. I am sending a 
copy of this letter to the Newton pa- 
pers.

Tho Newton Fuel Committee an- 
nounces the following revised fuel 
conservation regulations for the City 
of Newton, in effect February 13, 1918. 

Grocery, provision and drug stores 
shall burn no fuel (except sufficient 
to prevent injury to property) before 
7 A M. on nny week day. 

A1J other stores shall burn no fuel 
(except sufficient to prevent injury to 
property) before 9 A.M. on nny week 
day. 

Grocery and provision stores close 
at noon on HeatieRs Mondays, at 10 
P. M.. on Tuesdays, Thursdays nnd 
Snturdnys. nnd 6 P. M. on Wednes- 
days nnd Fridays, 

Clothing, dry goods, variety, hard- 
ware, furniture and shoo stores, tnllor 
shops, cobblers nnd barber shops 
close all day on Heatlcss Mondays, 
other days ns above. 

Fruit, candy, cigar, new’s and drug 
stores close at noon on Heatless Mon- 
days, other days ns above, except that 
drugs and medicines only can be sold 
at nny time, using a limited nmount of 
light after 10 P. M. 

Restaurants, cafes, or lunch rooms 
having victunler’s license may main- 
tain usual hours. 

Bowling alleys, billiard rooms, mov- 
ing picture houses close at 10.30 P. M. 
every day except Tuesday which is 
closed all day. 

Clubs, lodges and other places of 
amusement not specified close at 10 
P. M. every night. 

Dances mny remain open till 11 P. 
M. at the discretion of Local Fuel 
Committee. 

Until further notice, it Is not per- 
mitted to burn window lights for illu- 
mination of store windows or window 
displays, excepting on Saturday 
nights. 

Sunday Business: As licensed by 
the City, except that no business other 
than in drugs and medicines or under 
a victualer’s license, shall be conduct- 
ed after 10 P. M. 

News stores or agencies may remain 
open after noon on Mondays for the 
sale of newspapers ONLY.

ANNUAL MEETING 

The Newton Cemetery Corporation 
held its 64th annual meeting on Feb- 
ruary 6, 1918, In the Administration 
building in the cemetery.

There was added to the Perpetual 
Care fund $10,383.24, which now 
stands at $221,999.44.

Living is doubled what it was 
a year ago” — so begins the report 
that tells of the activities of the New’- 
ton Welfare Bureau during 1917. In 
spjte of the high wages and steady 
employment throughout the city the 
report showa an inoreaBe in the calls 
for service over the previous yeur. 
Two hundred und eighty-nine fami- 
lies in Newton have needed active 
help of one sort or another and new 
opportunities for service huve come 
to this organization which is ut the 
call of the entire communit>*j A 
dental clinic has cared for twenty- 
seven patients who must otherwise 
have suffered with decayed and bro- 
ken teeth. Together with the dental 
care has gone mediirul care for those 
who needed it, from the baity of the 
family to the purents. One girl of 
20 was boarded for several months in 
the country und is now well und self- 
supporting One hundred und seven 
individuals huve been given work. 
Finding work for u man and a tene- 
ment and furniture for his family 
within twenty-four hours of their ap- 
plication for help shows not only 
iiuick work but a thorough knowl- 
edge of the resources of tile city. Tho 
Bureau bus given its services gladly 
in the various war activities of tho 
city, und hopes that in the imming 
year its usefulness may be increased.

PASTOR DEAD

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Following the hearing last week 
Thursday on the hill to allow John T. 
Roche to become a member of the 
Newton Police department, at which 
Mayor Childs appeared in favor nnd 
Aldermen Allen and Nichols nnd 
Chnirtunn Curtis of the Civil Servieo 
Commission spoke in opposition, the 
Committee on Cities reported favor- 
ably nnd the hill Is now on Its pas- 
sage through the Legislature. Inci- 
dentally this is just a sample of what 
the Legislature would do to every 
civil service hill if it dnred. 

Alderman Harriman. President of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
spoke against a hill last week which 
would suspend nnd restrict public ex- 
penditures for construction and im- 
provements by the state or city. Mr. 
Ilarrimnn thought the hill too string- 
ent nnd objected to a paid commission 
to supervise the matter. 

The Kiley hill for a greater Boston 
has been referred to the next General 
Court, a polite method of killing it. 

The defeat of the hill for the nom- 
niation by convention of the four 
state officials, below' the lieutenant- 
governor. by the Senate, is a matter 
of regret, and It is rather too bad that 
personalities evidently affected this re- 
sult. Far better men can be chosen 
by a selected group of delegates, ns a 
general thing, than by the present 
direct, state-wide primary system, and 
incidentally It allows men with mod- 
est incomes to he considered for these 
positions. 

There is great interest in the mat- 
ter of licensing and killing of dogs, a 
hearing this week being largely at- 
tended, and another hearing next 
week already attracting considerable 
attention. The bills under considera- 
tion are intended to encourage the 
raising of sheep by authorizing the 
killing of dogs who worry or molest 
them. When it comes to drawing the 
line between the conservation of food 
and interfering with a man’s right to 
own a dog. there are still many peo- 
ple who are perfectly willing that 
mutton and lamb, to say nothing of 
wool, shall go Into the discard.

WAR WORKERS ACTIVE 

January Report Shows Splendid Results 

Tho report of tho work done during 
January by the Newton Branch Red 
Cross Auxiliaries and Allied Organiza- 
tions shows that during the month the 
wnr workers of the city made 136,473 
surgical dressings. 8,570 articles of 
sowing and 4,348 knitted articles. 
There were also 1,123 unclassified arti- 
cles Including 898 trench candles, 151 
puzzles nnd puzzle post cards, nnd 131 
scrap hooks. 

In the making of surgical dressings 
the workers of West Newton led with 
50,534, Newton was second with 40,- 
006 nnd Newton Centre was third with 
26,823. In sewing Newtonville was 
first with 2,985 articles, Newton Centre 
was second with 1,793 and Waban was 
third with 1,431. In knitting Newton 
Centre was first with 1,151 articles, 
West Newton second with 964, and 
Newtonville third with 651. It will be 
noticed that the workers of Newton 
Centre were the only ones to win a 
place among the first three in amount 
of work done in every one of the three 
divisions of work, surgical dressings, 
knitting and sewing. 

The Junior Auxiliaries reported 282 
pieces of sewing. 87 knitted articles 
and 5,086 surgical dressings. 

To give an idea of the varieties of 
articles included under the heading 
sewing and knitting here is the list of 
the articles that made up the 8.570 
pieces of sowing and those that made 
up the total of 4,348 under knitting.

13; caps, 
aviator, 3; caps, trench, 73; ear pro- 
tectors, 31; floor mops, 12; helmets. 
548; hose, 17: hot water bottle covers 
(knit), 8; mittens, 36; mitts, nurses, 
48; mitts, trigger.

socks. 1.243; socks hospital, 3; sweat- 
ers, 1,055; washcloths, 114; wristers. 
625. 

There is still room for more workers 
in all the branches of war work, par- 
ticularly a need for more women who 
will sew. There is also a growing need 
for more women competent to act as 
monitors and inspectors of surgical 
dressings makers. Women who are 
able to give the time to such work are 
urgently requested to join a class for 
the instruction of monitors and in- 
spectors. To cover the expense of the 
classes a nominal fee is charged. In- 
formation in regard to the classes may 
be had of the Assistant Secretary of 
the Newton Branch of the Red Cross. 
Talbot House. Newtonville or of the 
Chairman of the Education Committee 
at tho same address. A most impor- 
tant part of preparation for war is 
preparation for the care of the wound- 
ed and sick and this preparation calls 
for the help of very many more women 
competent to supervise and inspect 
work.

Higgins, and Mr. A. B. Rice and pro- 
test signed by 22 remonstrants was 
filed. Mr. Cliff then stated that the 
garage would be 80 feet from Walker 
street and that his company intended 
to erect two-family houses on the 
Walker street property. 

Hearings on telephone locations on 
Homer street and on Edison poles on 
Woodland road were unopposed. 

Mayor Childs sent in requests of 
the school committee that $6000 be 
authorized for changes in the lunch 
rooms at the High School, that $1000 
be authorized for radio buzzer Avork 
for drafted men, that $450 be author- 
ized for a listing mrchine for the City 
Treasurer, and that $900 be authorized 
for a rifle range at the drillshed for 
police constabulary.

GOOD WORK 


One of the best bits of police work 
Accomplished in Massachusetts In a 
long time has just been brought to a 
finish by police officers of Cambridge. 
On November 14. 1917, In the latter 
city. Thomas A. West, of Newton, pay- 
master of tho American Net & Twine 
Compnny. while returning from a 
bank, was knocked down and severely 
injured. A bag which ho had, 
containing $3,500, was stolen. 

For a time no cluo to the identity 
of the participants could be obtained, 
but Cambridge inspectors who were 
working on the case, succeeded in ap- 
prehending tho driver of tho car 
which tho robbers had used, and 
learned the names of those concerned. 
District Attorney Tufts called a spe- 
cial session of the Grand Jury and in- 
dicted four men. James Castellucci, 
John Solemme, James Medc and Mi- 
chael Deterlo. 

Deterio was tho first one arrested. 
Shortly nfter him, Castellucci was ap- 
prehended. The arrest of Solemme 
and Mede proved more difficult. They 
were traced from Cambridge to Boston, 
and from there to various citieB in the 
United States. The offices of the Dis- 
trict Attorney and of the Cambridge 
police were untiring in their efforts 
to round up the pair, and finally, after 
many weeks of constant work. Cap- 
tain Hurley nnd Inspector Neilan of 
the Cambridge police traced Solemme 
to Providence where, two weeks ago, 
they arrested him. The chase after 
Mede continued. Finally, on Friday 
night, February 15, he was arrested 
by Officers Hurley and Neilan in Sa- 
lem. At the January term of the Su- 
perior Court Castellucci pleaded guil- 
ty. Mede pleaded guilty Saturday, 
February 16. The other two will be 
tried by District Attorney Tufts at the 
next term of court in March.

A DAY IN FRANCK 

Somewhere in France, 
January 7, 1918. 
My dear Mrs. Crowell: — 

A few days ago I received two nice 
Christmas boxes from Lotts nnd Joe, 
containing, among lots of other nice 
things, this dandy writing pad and a 
pnir of nice warm wrlstera and two 
pair of heavy woolen socks. Lotta 
says that you nro the one who sent 
them to me, so 1 want to thnnk you 
nnd tho Newton Special Aid ever so 
much for them, and for your kindness 
and forethought in giving mo Just the 
things I most needed. The socks are 
very Important, ns I was just tell- 
ing Lotta, beenuse, you see, the winter 
season is well started now. and wo 
wear rubber boots a great deal. At 
home I never wore rubber boots, so I 
am not used to them and at first I 
thought my feet would freeze. I 
bought a pair of heavy socks in a city 
not far from camp, nnd although I 
pnid 70 cents for thorn, they were not 
very warm nnd they soon unraveled 
and wore out. But now, thanks to 
you, 1 have on n pnir of tho warmest 
socks I could want. The wristers are 
fine, also. With warm, dry feet and 
hands, I seem to feel warmer all over 
nnd don’t mind the snow nnd slush 
at all. 

We are very busy nowadays, train- 
ing, and studying the uses of field 
artillery, and how to take care of 
ourselves in case we are sent up to 
the front. I have talked with lots 
of British and French soldiers who 
have been there, and it sounds very 
interesting to hear them describe 
their experiences in action. They 
don’t seem to be afraid to go back 
again, so I guess we American boys 
won’t stand back when our turn 
comes. Americans have always been 
ready to go wherever the flag leads, 
and we will now, as ever. 

Would you like to know what our 
dally program is, over here? Very 
well. Imagine for a moment that you 
are a soldier friend of mine, and we 
will go right through one day’s work 
and do everything just as quickly and 
thoroughly as we know how. The 
day starts at 6 A. M. We are asleep 
in a long narrow barracks of one 
room, in which 60 men are doing the 
same. We have good mattresses un- 
der us and are wrapped in three 
warm blankets with our heavy over- 
coats on top. The first thing we 
hear is a bugle calling faintly far 
away. Then others pick up the call. 
One rings loudly just outside. We 
open our eyes and peek out from the 
blankets. It is very dark and cold. 
Someone shouts, “Everybody up, come 
on, fellows! First call!” We throw 
aside the blankets and jump up. We 
have most of our clothes on, so dress- 
ing is a simple matter of pulling on 
Icy shoes, strapping up our leggins 
and swinging on our big overcoats. 
Then we run out into the dark streets 
and line up for roll-call. It is cold 
standing in line, and we stamp our 
feet a little and blow on our fingers. 
Now we are dismissed for breakfast. 
We run into the barracks. The lights 
are turned on. Electric lights. And 
the orderly has started fires in the 
stoves at each end and closed the win- 
dows, but we are more hungry than 
cold, so we just grab our mess kits 
and go over to the cook shack where 
a long line of comrades is disappear- 
ing into the brightly lighted open 
door and coming out again bearing 
heavily laden cups and dishes. Our 
turn comes and we return to the bar- 
racks with lots of hot coffee, bacon, 
fried potatoes and broad and butter. 
My, how good it tastes! We eat it 
all. and then a whistle blows shrilly 
outside. We have just time to swash 
our mess kits around in a pail of hot 
soapy water, and now we are in line 
again out front of the barracks. “At- 
tention. squads right, march!” The 
double line breaks Into a column of 
fours and we swing off up the dark 
road towards the stables. Soon we 
are in among the horses untying them 
and leading them out. Now we jump 
on bareback and ride to water. The 
stars pale. Daylight comes. Now we 
are grooming the mud out of the 
heavy winter hair. Next we get out 
our bridles and saddles and mount up. 
The sun rises and it is not so cold. 
We ride away, and another day is 
started. During the morning we ride 
several miles. We ride at a walk or 
trot most of tho time. Sometimes 
we gallop a little way. We leave the 
road and ride across the land over 
fields and through the woods. We 
climb steep banks and jump fallen 
trees or over trenches. Almost be- 
fore we realize it the sun is high over- 
head and we notice that we are hun- 
gry again. Returning to camp we 
feed the horses first and then go back 
to our barracks. It is warm in our 
quarters by now and we enjoy our 
noon hour for a chance to wash up 
and rest a little and for the good din- 
ner which Is always waiting for us. 
At quarter of one we are off again, 
and busy in the saddle until supper- 
time. Every day we stand “Retreat” 
at sunset while the buglers sound and 
the flag starts to creep slowly down 
the pole. Then the band plays the 
“Star-Spangled Banner,” and then 
“La Mursellaise.T in honor of our 
country and this brother nation of 
ours. Then we are done for the day. 

We usually spend the long evenings 
in our barracks. Everyone must be 
in before 8.30 P.M. anyway, and most 
of us are tired und glad to rest and 
stay in where it is warm. By 9 
o’clock many have pulled off their 
shoes und leggins und ure rolled up 
for the night in their blankets. At 
9.30 only a few are up, reading or 
writing or talking around the stove in 
low tones. At 10 o’clock all are in 
bed. One throws open all windows 
and switches out the lights. A bugle 
rings out “Tape/’’ through the ifi- 
lence. We are soon fast usleep. 

And so it goes, day after day. Each 
day sees its little improvement. Each 
day our guns hit more targets. We 
are becoming better soldiers ull the 
time. But ufter ull we look forward 
to the day when we return to Amer- 
ica.

FROM A SOLDIER FATHER TO HIS 
LITTLE ROY 


Here is a letter from Frank W. 
Cavanaugh, the old Dartmouth foot- 
ball coach, who is now a lieutenant 
in the American artillery in France. 
It is written to his six-year-old son. 
It tells nothing of tho horrors of war, 
but it breathes the spirit of tho man 
who left wife nnd little ones to fight 
tho Hun that their home might be 
safe for them evon if ho never came 
bnck to it. Tho written In rare 
simplicity to the little son, the heart 
in it speaks to the mother, too. This 
is the letter, which was first printed 
in the Worcester (Mass.) Post: 

Dear Dnvie Boy: Your good mother 
writes me that you have a chum, and 
she says he is a fine boy who lives 
next door. 

Isn’t that fine? I wish I had a 
chum. 

You and your mother used to be 
my chums, and sometimes Joo and 
Billy and even dear little Rose Marie 
and Phil, too, when he wub home, but 
now that is all changed and I have no 
chum in all the world. 

I think it’s rather sad sometimes, 
don’t you, but I have your picture, 
which I take down and talk to when 
I am lonesome. 

I am happy to know you like your 
new school and homo, and I’m sure 
you’ll only play with clean boys, who 
don’t do anything very bad and who 
also like to go to school. Didn’t we 
used to have great times together, 
and wasn't it fun when you’d come up 
to the car to meet me? Then when 
you saw me getting off do you re- 
member you’d hide behind a tree and 
run up behind me and scare me after 
I had passed? And do you remember 
how sometimes you and I would race 
and you were getting so you could 
run pretty fast, for you were getting 
to be a big boy? 

And then we’d ell go down to see 
the circus and the parade and hold 
hands so we wouldn’t get separated 
or lost. And then Christmas? Oh, 
wasn’t that a wonderful day! Early 
in the morning how we would all 
rush downstairs to see your pres- 
ents. And then poor, tired mother 
would work and work to give all you 
boys and girls a Christmas dinner — 
turkey, cranberry sauce and dressing, 
and plum pudding, and candy and 
nuts, and everything. Oh, Dave, did 
any little boy ever have such a good 
mother as you, I wonder! And now 
you are soon to have another 
Christmas, and old Cav won’t be home. 
But I want you to have the best time 
you ever had on that day, so that I 
may be happy over here thinking of 
you all. I wish I knew some little 
boys and girls over here so that I 
might talk to them and hold their 
hands, and I would call them by boys’ 
and girls’ names and pretend that I 
was home. 

The other night I had a lovely 
dream, and I was so disappointed 
when I awoke. I dreamt I was sitting 
in our kitchen with mother and David 
and all the children, and a chair which 
was tilted back against the wall slipt 
and I fell gently and without hurting 
me to the floor. And then mother 
and you and all the children laughed 
and laughed, just like good naughty 
folks. And you came over and took 
my hand in yours and lifted mo up 
easily. t Isn’t that funny? Dave?! 
Think of any boy lifting a big, fat j 
father like me from the floor with 
one hand. Then we laughed some 
more, and suddenly I remembered It, 
was after nine o’clock. I said: “Why,! 
children, what are you doing out of 1 
bed at this hour of the night?” And 
you said: “Why, it isn’t very often 
our father goes away to war, so we 
thought we ought to stay up to say 
good-bye." And then I was so sur- 
prised to learn that I hadn’t gone 
away to war yet, that I suddenly 
awoke, only to find myself in my lit- 
tle lonely barracks, and the rain was 
coming down hard outside, and I was 
lonesome for my dear family. 

And now, David, old boy, every one 
is in bed but me, trying to get lots 
of strength and health for the big 
lights we will soon be in, so I must 
do likewise and end this letter to 
you. You must always remember that 
your father came into this great war 
for the sake of all little children, and 
I know that you will, while I am 
gone, take good care of mother and 
all the children. I can see you grow- 
ing up tall and straight, with should- 
ers back and head up, because that’s 
what old "Cav” wants, and you love 
"Cav”, don’t you, Davie boy? Dave, 
will you do something real nice for 
me I knew you would. Then kiss 
mother and Annie and Billy, Rose 
Marie, and John for “Cav”, and send 
one to Philip in Maine. 

Excuse me, David, for writing In 
pencil instead of ink, but ink is kurd 
to get. 

The lights are going out in a few 
minutes, so good-night, good-bye, 
Dave, and God bless you.

SAVE WOOD ASHES 


It is expected that during the com- 
ing spring there will be a shortage of 
fertilizer. Fertilizers containing pot- 
ash will be very expensive, and may 
not he obtainable at ull. Potatoes, 
carrots, beets, and other root crops 
need potush for their proper develop- 
ment. 

With u shortage of coal, wood is 
being burned extensively. Wood ush 
is the only domestic source of potush, 
and it is estimated that a cord of 
wood should give an equivalent of 
$1.00 worth of potash. 

As the substances which have fer- 
tilizing value ure very soluble in wa- 
ter, wood • ashes which are being 
stored for the planting season should 
be kept in a dry place. When wet 
they may be utmost useless. 

Coal ashes have little or no fertil- 
izing value. On heavy soils, such as 
clay soils, coal auhe’'. improve the 
physical condition of the soil, und 
when used in such cuses land is often 
greatly benefited. Coal ashes and 
wood ashes may he mixed und used 
together. When ashes ure used for 
fertilizer they should be plowed and 
burrowed in before plunting. A ton 
to the uere is not too much. Addi- 
tional information regarding fertiliz- 
ers or plans for gurdeu work may be 
had at tho office of the Committee on 
Public Safety ut Newtonville.

DRIVING CATTLE BY MOTOR 


Stock Dealer Introduces Innovation 

Which May Sooner or Later Rele- 
gate Broncho to Background. 

A new use for a motorcar has been 
found by a cattle denier in one of the 
middle western states, whose business 
compels him to drive extensive herds 
of meat on the hoof along the roads, 
says an exchange. During the hottest 
part of last summer this purveyor de- 
termined to drive his animals by night 
in order to spnre them the inevitable 
suffering that uttended such operations 
in the middle of the day. Getting In 
Ids car, he started the herd ahead of 
him iu the road, nnd by throwing the 
searchlight before nnd honking his 
horn he kept the animals moving quick- 
ly in the compact rnnss. 

There are instances of the use of 
the motorcar in round-up work in the 
far West, so that the traditional pic- 
ture of a cowboy astride a bucking 
broncho may have to give way to one 
of that leather-breeclied gentleman 
cuddled down Into the wheel of a flex- 
ible runabout, his lusso presumably 
dungllng over the windshield. 


Height Effects in Airplainlng. 

Some effects of airplane flights at 
very high altitudes nre described in a 
recent Ehgllsh report. "Height ef- 
fects” begin to be felt at 10,000 feet 
and become marked in most cases from 
17,000 feet up. The principal difficul- 
ties are cold and lack of oxygen. 
Strunge to say, no nlrplane has yet 
been devised on a plan which delib- 
erately utilizes the heut of the engine 
to keep the passengers warm, although 
any tractor model 1ms this effect to 
some extent. The matter of oxygen 
Is solved by taking u supply In a con- 
tainer, which the a.vlntor mixes with 
air when he feels oppressed. It Is 
feared that flying Ht very high al- 
titudes, to he made possible In the fu- 
ture by further development of mod- 
els, may produce u trouble analagous 
to the “bends" experienced by work- 
ers In compressed air caissons due to 
the extreme pressure 'changes. 


Climbers Imprisoned Atop Fuji. 

The wisdom of erecting huts on Fuji 
for refuge in ease of sudden storms 
of suow nnd rain was proved recently 
when a violent fall of snow nnd hall 
burst upon the crest of the sucred 
mountain. During two days more thun 
10, 000 climbed the mout.huln and sud- 
den arrival of the storm caught sev- 
eral hundred of them upon the hilltop. 
They sought snfety in the numerous 
refuges. When the storm burst the 
police compelled all excursionists to 
wait for better weather ut Gotemba 
and Tnrobo. Relief parties were sent 
out but were unable to get through the 
drifts. Anxiety was felt for the food 
supply, but the adventurers came 
down safely. For two days the peo- 
ple In the snow were incommuni- 
cado, owing to the destruction of the 
telephone wires. These will be burled 
before next season. 


Jerusalem’s Great Walla. 

After 1244 Jerusalem was under the 
rule of the sultans of Egypt until the 
year Tfi17, when Selim 1 conquered 
both Palestine und Egypt, taking the 
title of caliph, and carrying off the 
sacred banner of the Moslems to Con- 
stantinople. Selim’s sou, Suleiman the 
Magulflcent, once more built the great 
walls about Jerusalem. These wulls 
of Suleiman nre the present fortifica- 
tions of tho city. But the grout wulls 
bf Suleiman the Magulflcent are only 
the lust of n long series of walls 
which, time ufter time, huvo been 
built only to be destroyed. The most 
tragicul destruction not only of the 
wulls, but ulso of the whole city, was 
that which wus carried out by the Ro- 
man armies of Titus, in the year 70 
of our eru, iu the relgu of the Emperoi 
Vespusluu. 


NEWS FR0H FRANCK 


Somewhere In Frnftce, 

Dec. 29, 1917. 
Dear Dad and Sisters: — 

I have not written to you people for 
over a week because the outgoing 
mall was stopped for a reason which 
I cannot state. I have not been out 
of camp, not even down to the town 
where wo buy all our things, for 
about two weeks. The band gives 
concerts for us every night. 

I spent a Christmas that I shall 
never forget. We did no work the 
day before Christmas and we were In 
good condition to eat our turkey and 
to drink our champagne which our 
Captain gave us ns a present. The 
night before Christmas we had a tree 
In the Mess shack. The shack was 
decorated with mistletoe, holly and 
pine boughs. We had Japanese lan- 
terns hung all about, and It looked 
great. Some of the boys sang and 
cracked a few jokes, and to close the 
party we had a little lunch. We did 
not have taps, so the boys stayed up 
all night and raised — well, they raised 
the merry devil all the night in and 
about the barracks. Some of us tried 
to go to bed, but we could not sleep. 
We got up about 8.30 on Christmas 
morning, to find it raining. We went 
to the stables where wo did our usual 
work on the darn horses, raking 
dressing, and cuffing horses — why 
didn’t I Joint the navy? We ate our 
dinner at 1 o’clock, having a regular 
turkey dinner. In the afternoon we 
played football and other games. I 
forgot to tell you that we did not 
have reveille on Christmas morning. 
As I said before, I spent a Christmas 
that I shall never forget. 

Now in regard to the mail, bun- 
dles, etc., that I received from home. 
The latest letters I have received 
were dated December 6. I received 
bundles from Mrs. H. V. Jones, Alyce 
Purcell, the Catholic Union, and seven 
boxes from home. I got the scarf and 
helmet bundle on December 28, and 
believe me, I sure did welcome them. 
I wish that you would send me some 
gloves. The ones that the govern- 
ment issues are like cheesecloth. I 
have bought some gloves, but the war 
work over here wears them out. The 
malls is held up terrible, so do not 
blame me If you do not hear from 
me. I must thank you people for 
sending me so many things for Christ- 
mas, and I will write to the other 
people who sent me so many things. 

I started this letter on December 
29, and here It is January 2, and I 
haven’t finished it yet. 

We had a wonderful party on New 
Year’s Eve. We did not have taps 
until 12 o’clock, so we raised the 
dickens all evening. Some of the 
boys went to bed early, but when the 
rest of the bunch saw them so com- 
fortable they started a rough house. 
All the fellows that were in bed were 
dumped out into the middle of the 
floor, mattresses, blankets, bed. and 
everything. Just imagine a bunch of 
men with their bunks and all their 
bed-clothes in a heap! First you 
would see one man crawl out and 
then another. Their underwear and 
stockings were black from rolling in 
the dirt. After the crowd got every- 
body that tried to sleep out of bed 
they pulled every bunk in the whole 
barracks down, and we all sat down 
and looked the situation over. Hon- 
estly, it looked like the ball-room of 
the Copley-Plaza! As we could not 
think of any more stunts, we went to 
bed. 

One thing that we have to contend 
with Is the weather. It Is as freakish 
as a broncho. If the Colonel wants a 
fair day, it will rain, if he wants a 
rainy day, it will snow. That is the 
kind of weather over in this dive. We 
are frozen after we leave our Hive, 
and we are considering a short run 
to Berlin or to Venice to get our 
blood in circulation. This is no 
Camp Devens, with its steam heat 
and mahogany dressers. We have 
colored cloth for window panes, just 
like the great windows in a cathedral. 
We have dirt floors, wallB and a roof. 
We can see the sky through the roof 
when the tar paper blows off. The 
wind whistles through some of the 
boards aB though it was a mosquito 
netting. 

Last night I received letters dated 
December 5, 9, 10. Believe me, they 
were welcome. After reading them 
through I began to feel as Dad some- 
times feels. Never mind, but Just put 
down in your engagement-book that 
the Brady family at 18 Gay street are 
going to spend Labor Day in New 
York, White Plains. Now impress 
this on Dad’s mind. This story is 
true. 

Vincent has received mail and the 
way it rend, the folks on Cabot Park 
are worried over his visit to the hos- 
pital. Well, If he had any real sick- 
ness outside of a cold, it would be dif- 
ferent. He had a cold, but by the 
way you people spoke one might think 
he was about to pass away. Why, I 
tell you Vln is so fat that he split his 
trousers getting on a horse the other 
day. I would not call a man like 
that sick. When I tell you secrets, 
don’t tell the neighbors. Vincent. 
Tom Brady from Pride’s Crossing, and 
I are in tip-top condition, if we were 
any better we would have to be 
worked harder. Don’t worry about 
us over here, as we are feeling fine 
and having a wonderful time. Some 
of the boys say this is SOME war, all 
fun and not much work. 

I want to tell you about a trip that 
I took to Rennes. We got the 7 
o’clock train from here and arrived 
In the city at 9 o’clock. I bought a 
pair of leather-lined gloves and paid 
19 francs for them. The city is 
nothing like Boston. The residences 
and stores are all together. On one 
corner there is a largo house and on 
the other there is a large store. 
There uro plenty of caburets in that 
city. We met some Russian soldiers 
and Algerian soldiers. The Algerians 
work in the ammunition plants. 
Their faces are of every color from 
the various kinds of gases they make 
in the plunts. We hired a taxi to 
take us back to the camp, and we had 
trouble with the engine all the way 
back. It was my second trip to Ren- 
nes and 1 surely did have a good 
time. Wo met two Red Cross nurses 
iu the city who came from Brooklyn 
and we had quite u talk Vincent 
did not get a pass, so I went with 
Bob Stewart from Park street, New- 
ton. All the Red Cross nurses that 
are over here are about thirty years 
gld. if they are uot they look It. 

For the past month we have had 
some kinds of tire iu the barracks. 
First we bad fires iu the middle of 
the floor. Theu they gave us some 


small tin stoves. The stoves did not 

have enough heat In them, so we 
built fireplaces from bacon cans, 
blocks of granite, red brick, and used 
some French soil sprayed with water 
to hold them together. Now every 
night we hold a session around the 
fireplace, telling rumors we hear, and 
lies we make up, etc. Vln does not 
sleep in the same barracks with me, 
so we make social calls on one an- 
other once In a while. When we go 
to the front Vln will not go with me, 
as we had hoped, because he is In a 
different line of work. Nevertheless 
I can keep In touch with him all of 
the time. 

Before I close this letter I must tell 
you about a hike we took the other 
day with all the field artillery and 
equipment. We started out early one 
very cold morning. There was 
about two inches of snow on the 
ground. We were on the road all the 
day and did not return until after 
dark. The roads were very slippery 
and the horses fell down many times. 
I never saw such pretty country as 
we went through. One scene which 
Is foremost in my mind was going up 
over a narrow road up the Bide of a 
mountain. We turned around and 
could see all the different batteries, 
some of the men on foot and some on 
horseback, coming up the mountain 
behind us. On one side of us there 
was a valley and through this valley 
there flowed a little winding brook. 
Beside this brook there was one 
small, quaint house, surrounded by 
pine trees, and that house was the 
only one in the valley. I will have 
lots of other scenes to describe to 
you when I return to the Old Coun- 
try— that is what we call America. 

Last night we gave our Captain a 
surprise party. We gave him a pair 
of heavy gloves, a toilet set, and two 
riding crops. We spent a very en- 
joyable evening and had a very en- 
joyable lunch. 

I must close this letter now. I 
never wrote such a long one in my 
life. I am in the writing mood. I 
had some pictures taken, and as soon 
*s they are finished I will send one 
home. 

Write to me soon and take good 
care of yourselves, and be in good 
condition to greet us at the wharf 
upon our return. Bill must be 
squelched first, though.

“keep his mouth shut.” A duck nnd n 
Belglnn hnre also were taken, the hoy 
declared. 

When the sheriff nrrived there wns 
n consultation behind the bnrn, nnd 
when It had been concluded the boy 
dug the jewelry out of the ground, 
told his friends that' he had sold the 
duck at a nearby grocery for some 
money; thnt the Belglnn hnre escaped 
while he wns on his wny to the gro- 
cery, nnd thnt the mnsked nmn was 
the creation of his own imagination.

Meatless and Wheatless Menu In Con- 
nection With Lord Mayor's Annual 
Banquet at Mansion House.

There, everybody who 
knows anything nbout English history 
or nbout good eating, knows thnt the 
center, the very pnlnte, of gourmnnd- 
ise Is situated, according to a London 
correspondent. 

The British empire Is ransacked for 
edibles and potables to furnish forth 
this alderninnlc holldny. And when 
the occasion’s star guest, the premier, 
rises to shake the pillars of the world 
with his address, the guests are often 
In such a . state of torpor that they 
have to scan the morning papers to 
find out what he really said. But war 
has changed nil thnt. When the time 
for this year’s banquet approached, 
London’s sensatlonnl press begun to 
shout for n war menu so loudly that 
his lordship hnd to come out nnd ns- 
sure the reporters of the meatlessness 
nnd wheatlessness of the coming feast. 
Another of England’s glories vanished ! 


Sewing Machines In Arabia. 

The sale of sewing machines In 
Arabia has Increased since the war 
begun, owing In part to the demand 
of Red Cross organizations. A recent 
shipment of COO American machines, 
according to u correspondent, will he 
disposed of ns follows: One hundred 
In Aden, 200 in Abyssinia, 100 in Red 
Sen ports nnd 200 in the Persian Gulf 
district. There Is nlso an Increased 
demand on the part of the natives. 
Germany formerly supplied the terri- 
tory with cheap machines, but the 
stocks of these lire low, and American 
products now lead. Foot-power sew- 
ing machines are In growing prefer- 
ence over the hnnd-operated type, but 
electrically-driven machines cannot be 
sold, as there Is no general electric 
service plant In Aden. Dust and rust 
are difficulties experienced In the use 
of the machines in the Arabian cli- 
mate. 


Alcohol for Fuel. 

A committee of Australian scientists 
Is investigating the possibilities of 
commercial alcohol In place of gaso- 
line ns a fuel for internal combus- 
tion engines, notes a correspondent. 
They find that an engine can easily 
he run on alcohol and that Its thermal 
efficiency, when so run, is soinewhnt 
higher thun with gasoline fuel. How- 
ever, they nlso find that alcohol must 
tic far cheaper by the pound than gaso- 
line, and somewhat cheaper by the 
quart, If It Is to be us economical a 
fuel in terms of dollars and cents. 
Moreover, an engine will not sturt 
from a cold condition on alcohol. 


Lantern on Broadway. 

The dimming of the white lights in 
New York has brought the jokers to 
the fore. Recently ufter the current 
had been turned off a man walked up. 
the big street with a lighted lantern, 
lie wended his way across Broadway, 
and after swinging the lantern about 
his head much after the fashion of 
trainmen signaling, he continued up 
the street. He had sown seeds thnt 
began to sprout In many directions und 
u few minutes later rival humorists 
appeured with lanterns, electric flash- 
lights, und one optimist tried to keep 
a candle going as he walked down to- 
wurd Times Square.

TORPEDOES ON FOUR WHEELS 


Explosive Propelled Toward Enemy 

Trenches and Controlled by Means 
of Wires Attached to Works. 

La Domentcn Del Corrlere, Italy, re- 
ports n new war device, the Invention 
of an English engineer, Strafford Tal- 
bot. Literally, It is a torpedo on wheels 
which may be propelled toward the en- 
emy trenches and controlled from the 
starting point by tnenns of attached 
wires. 

The explosive is mounted on a metal- 
lic box which rides on four wheels. 
Attached to the box is a contrivance 
consisting of a dynamo which propels 
the wheels. The entire machine Is 
•electrically controlled, permitting the 
explosion of the charge at the desired 
moment. 

Two parallel wires connect the tor- 
pedo with the control station. These 
are carried on spools and unwind as 
the machine advances. The power Is 
derived from accumulating batteries 
at the starting point. When it is de- 
sired to fire the charge all thnt is re- 
quired Is to push u button. According 
to the Inventor the totnl cost of this 
contrivance Is about $150. 


What He Wants for “Plain Food." 

Do you know this man, have you 
ever heard of him — the man who likes 
plain food? His tastes are of the 
simplest ; n little cleur sonp yourself, 
clear consomme the color of pale sher- 
ry: Take n knuckle of veal and four 
pounds of lean beef . . . goes the 
sympathetic recipe. (Notice, you 
“take," you don’t “buy.") “Fry, to a 
tender brown, carrots, onions,” etc. So 
goes on this tender, delectable process 
until you finally “clarify.” The time the 
cook spends upon the simmering, the 
frying, the clarifying, and the strain- 
ing is not of course taken Into ac- 
count. “The man who likes plain food 
enjoys roasts of meat, joints and rib- 
roasts.” — Exchange. 


Chemistry Recognized Science. 

Chemistry has been accorded an al- 
most formal recognition ns the science 
at the heart of modern warfare. The 
British ministry of reconstruction has 
pointed out that Germany selected the 
chemical Industry for especial nurture 
in making Its war preparations, es- 
pecially that part of the Industry deal- 
ing with coal tar derivatives. In which 
field the Imperial government gradual- 
ly won a temporary world monopoly. 
The minister of reconstruction has ap- 
pointed a committee of six chemists 
to Investigate the situation In England 
nnd to recommend a plan for making 
til.- British chemical industry sclf-sus- 
tulning and equal to any call upon it 
during and after the war. 


Von Hir.denburg a “Junker." 

“Junker" is phllologlcally akin to 
“Jonkheer” and has a quasl-equivafcmt 
In the English “Squire.” The Junker 
is u man of some birth and of inherit- 
ed property, especially land, says an 
exchange. The word is used to de- 
scribe that large cluss of Prussians 
who come of noble, senilnohle or ut 
least old and "good” families and 
whose worldly possessions are such as 
to give them us appreciable stake In 
the government. Von Hindenburg Is u 
fine example of the Junker; Luden- 
dorff, his collaborator, Is not u Junker 
by birth, however much a one he muy 
be by taste. 


Capital Punishment. 

Capital punishment prevails In all 
the states of the Union except Kansas, 
Maine, Minnesota, Rhode Island, Wash- 
ington and Wisconsin. In Michigan 
the only crime punishable by death Is 
treason. The death penalty was abol- 
ished in the state of Washington in 
1913, In Iowa In 1872 and restored In 
1878, in Colorado In 18U7 und restored 
In 1001. Hanging Is the ordlnury mode 
of execution, hut In Indiana, New York, 
Nebraska, Ohio, Ponnsylvunlu, Arkan- 
sas, Vermont and Virginia electrocu- 
tion is the legul method.

The tendency to crowd the back of 
the room and leave the front empty 
seems to he the rule rather than tho 
exception. One seldom realizes how 
great a part the audience plnys in the 
success of any public meeting. If 
one did, the front rows would be 
filled, there would not he a lot more 
chairs than the anticipated numbers 
would require, and everyone would bo 
sure to sny afterward, What a good 
meeting, what an inspiring lecture! 
One is not more conspicuous upon 
the front seat than farther back, one 
gets much better air and one has an 
uninterrupted view of the speaker, 
while the speaker is sure to give of 
his best with the inspiration of his 
audience close about him. Try It 
next time and see for yourself.

STATE FEDERATION MIDWINTER 
MEETING 


Chelsea was the Mecca for club wo- 
men on Wednesday, upwards of a thou- 
sand Journeying thither from all parts 
of the Rtate for the Mid-winter Meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts State Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs. Edward E. 
Willard, Mayor of Chelsea, extended 
the greetings for the City and Mrs. 
Alice M. Cole, president of the Wo- 
man’s Club, those of her club, the host- 
ess of the occasion. After the response 
by Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, president 
of the Federation, and the singing of 
America, the convention settled down 
to the solid business of the morning, 
the consideration of legislative mat- 
ters. Miss Mary Wood, of New York, 
chairman of tho General Federation 
Legislative department, presented two 
Federal bills, the first, granting to 
American women who have married 
foreigners the right to retain their cit- 
izenship. which received the endorse- 
ment of the convention; and the sec- 
ond, relative to price fixing, known ns 
the Stephens bill, was opposed. Price 
fixing, she said, is in the air, but the 
kind which Is generally approved is 
that fixing the highest price at which 
anything may be sold, while this bill 
fixes the lowest price, quite another 
matter and one likely to work injus- 
tice. 

Prof. Churchill of Amherst, one of 
the State Senators, made a strong 
speech on “Women’s Influence upon 
Legislation,” pointing out some things 
which he has noticed, the keenness 
nnd vigor of Interest and enthusiasm 
shown by women in legislative matters 
or whenever they find something which 
should be done. On the other hand, he 
has found accompanying the percep- 
tion of the need, frequently a lack of 
appreciation of the amount of deter- 
mined and patient effort and knowl- 
edge necessary to bring about the de- 
sired results. Sometimes they don’t 
know enough about what they are talk- 
ing, but that also is true of the legis- 
lators. "Learn to know before you ask 
others to act. 

The discussion of the 48-hour law for 
women and children brought out a splr- 
; ited debate between former-senator 
Washburn in the affirmative and Hon. 
Channing Smith In the negative, re- 
sulting in the endorsement of the 
measure. Mr. Henry B. Endicott also 
spoke briefly in support of It as he had 
found It to work out in his own fac- 
tories. Touching upon the food situa- 
tion he stated that conditions are very 
bad abroad and no sacrifice is too 
great to make.
